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Low-Income Bracket 
Carries Tax Burden 


OTTAWA (CP) — Lower income families 
pay a disproportionately high share ot the 
country’s taxes, a study prepared lor the 
Economic Council of Canada maintained 
Thursday. - 

And, casting doubt on the federal govern¬ 
ment’s recent bill to institute what it called 
tax “reform," through the rest,of the income 
scale from middle to higher incomes, the sys¬ 
tem does not live up to its billing as a pro¬ 
gressive system -where the rich are supposed 
to pay proportionately more than the poor, 
the study says. 

The study, by Allan Maslove of the council 
staff, concludes that there is an "extremely 
regressive nature of the tax system at the 
low end of the income scale." Besides, there 


was a lack of a really progressive taxation 
effect on incomes from there to the top 
levels. _ 

For the whole country, "20 per cent of 
family units at the lower end of the income 
scale receive four per cent of total income, 
half of it in some form of government 
transfers." 

"The richest 20 per cent of family units 
receive 45 i>er cent of total income." 

The study says the whole tax system be¬ 
comes “more regressive" — farther away 
from the concept of socking it to the rich and 
taking it easier on the poor — as one moves 
down the scale from federal to provincial and 
municipal taxation.

One Agency Likely 
To Scan Airwaves 


OTTAWA (UPI) — The 
federal government proposed 
Thursday the creation of a 
single regulatory agency to 
govern both broadcasting arid 
other forms of telecom¬ 
munications, and it offered to 
share some communications 
jurisdiction with the prov¬ 
inces. 

—The proposed super-agency 
would combine the broadcast¬ 
ing jurisdiction now exercised 
by the Canadian Radio- 
Television Commission and 
the authority over point to 
point telecommunications now 


held by the Canadian Trans¬ 
port Commission. 

To meet the demands from 
Quebec and other provinces 
for greater control over com¬ 
munications within their 
borders, the government said 
one "possibility" would be a 
two-tier system in which the 
federal agency would regulate 
national and international 
communications "while intra¬ 
provincial aspects would be 
subject to provincial authori¬ 
ty."

be a system of regular consul¬ 
tations between federal and

an communications industry." 

The paper stressed the need 
to integrate and co-ordinate 
regulatory authority in Cana¬ 
da to meet the demands of 
new technology.

Legislation was introduced by the 
B.C. government Thursday to establish 
a new British Columbia Energy Board 
with broad powers, including the right 
to control the wholesale and retail 
price of gasoline. 

But it was not intended that the 
board should exercise its powers imme¬ 
diately, oh unnecessarily, Trade Mini¬ 
ster Alex Macdonald told reporter 
later. 

Macdonald, who tabled the 47-page 
energy hill and two related bills in the 
house, said afterwards the bills were 
“basically non-content ious legislation.” 

"We’re frankly telling peo- 
ple that this new energy com¬ 
mission will not embark into 
new fields until it has done 
adequate research and consul¬ 
tation. 

"What we re giving them is 
enabling powers which I'm 
sure they will exercise only 
after adequate preparation. 

"Obviously we’re not going 
to come in with price fixing. 
immediately." 

The proposed new commis¬ 
sion will consist of up to seven 
members appointed by the 
cabinet. It will replace the 
present Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission which will cease to 
exist when the new legislation 
is given royal assent at the 
end of the current session and 
proclaimed by cabinet order. 

The energy bill brings 
under the jurisdiction of the 
proposed new commission the 
whole range of energy re¬ 
sources from natural gas and 
oil, all other forms of petrole¬ 
um. coal and other bi¬ 
tuminous fuels, to electrical 
power and all means of gen¬ 
erating electrical po\*er. 

Macdonald said Bill 148 is 
Hie result of six weeks inten¬ 
sive work following Premier 
Barrett’s promise^ made 4 
early in this current session, 
to create a new body with 
powers to regulate the prov¬ 
ince’s energy needs and if 
necessary to control prices of 
gasoline. 

The commission according 
to explanatory notes attached 
to the bill, will have the re¬ 
sponsibility for management, 
conservation and prudent uti¬ 
lization of energy resources of 
the province. It will also be 
responsible for ensuring that 
adequate compensation is re¬ 
ceived by the province for ex¬ 
ploitation of those energy r&~ 
sources. 

The bill doesn't govern the 
production -of either oil, petro¬ 
leum or natural gas, but Mac¬ 
donald said if the new B.C. 

Energy Commission isn’t 
successful in enlisting support 
of the National Energy Board 
on questions of gas exports 
the legislation could be 
amended at a future session

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
Planes combing the storm- 
tossed Atlantic Ocean Thurs¬ 
day night reported finding no 
sign of 30 seamen who repor¬ 
tedly abandoned the sinking 
Norwegian freighter Norse 
Varient in high seas,'the coast 
guard said. 

The coast guard said winds 
of up to 80 m.p.h. whipped up 
waves of 35 to 40 feet in the 
area some 1.30 miles southeast 
of Cape May, N.J., where a 
radio report said the Norse 
Varient was sinking and the 
seamen were leaving the ves¬ 
sel. Complicating search ef¬ 
forts was near-zero visibility. 

Three coast guard cutters 
and one navy vessel in the 
area, as well as numerous 
aircraft, reported no sign of 
the seamen or of the freighter 
at 10 p.m. The coast guard 
said the search was continu¬ 
ing despite darkness and the 
storm. 

The 541-foot bulk carrier re¬ 


ported its position at about 
130 miles southeast of Cape 
May, N.J., at 10:40 a.m. PST. 
Four coast guard and one 
navy aircraft have been 
searching the area since then, 
but no sign of the ship, debris 
or survivors has been found, 
the coast guard said. 

Three coast guard cutters 
and a navy vessel also were 
on the way, with the cutter 
Gresham expected to be the 
first to arrive, 

The Norse Varient, weigh¬ 
ing 13,194 tons, sailed from 
Norfolk, Va., en route to 
Hamburg. West Germany, 
with a cargo of coal. 

The ship is owned by Odd 
Godager and Co. of Oslo, Nor¬ 
way. Her captain is J. O. Har- 
sem. 

-Among the aircraft at the 
scene, the coast guard said, 
were two C-130 airplanes and 
two helicopters — one from 
Wallops Island, Va., and an¬ 
other from the Brooklyn air 
station.

McGeer said, pro¬ 
vides “total and complete 
control over all energy 
sources including the tele¬ 
phone company. It's bound to 
affect every individual who 
picks up a phone, switches on 
a light, or fills the gas tank of 
his car.” 

The Liberal added : "It’s un- 
tteliovahle. There's never 
been an act as odious as this 
one in the history of B.C. It 
makes the Land Act by com¬ 
parison look trivial and it 
makes Tommy Douglas look 
like a free enterprise bucca¬ 
neer." 

Dr. Scott Wallace (PC-Oak 
Bay), house leader for the 
Tories, said the energy hill 
extends to the petroleum in¬ 
dustry the same kind of con¬ 
trols that are already being 
applied to land in this prov¬ 
ince. He said this kind of state 
control should not be concen¬ 
trated in the hands of an ap¬ 
pointed commission. "It's tre¬ 
mendous state control over a 
large segment of industry," 
he added.

First Quake Forecast Issued 


WASHINGTON JUPI) 

U.S. government scientists 
issued their first specific 
earthquake prediction Thurs¬ 
day, forecasting a moderate 
temblor in a rural area of 
California about 100 miles 
southeast of San .Francisco 
within the next several 
months 

But the forecast said the 
quake would not cause serious 

damage, and that residents of 


the area need take no special 
precautions. 

Officials of the U.S. Geologi¬ 
cal Survey, undertaking such 
a forecast for the first time, 
said the tremor would be 
centred in a hilly, sparsely 
populated area of ranches, 
farms and vineyards, some 20 
miles southeast, of Hollister, 
Calif. 

They predicted the quake 


would register about 4.5 on 
the Richter Scale. That is con¬ 
sidered moderate, and the sci¬ 
entists said it should produce 
no structural damage to build¬ 
ings and other facilities, al¬ 
though it might rattle some 
dishes and furniture. 

“People in the area 
shouldn’t do anything." said 
Dr. Richard Fiske, chief hf 
the office of geochemistry and 
geophysics at Ihe Survey. 


"They have quakes like this 
all the time out there." 

Fiske said four other 
quakes of 4.0 to 5.0 magnitude 
had occurred in the same gen¬ 
eral area in the past 15 
months. From these, he said, 
government scientists at the 
Survey’s, national centre for

It will 
be given the task of surveying 
energy resources of the prov¬ 
ince in all forms. 


Low-Income Burden 


For example, the study noted that the 
capital gains tax. instituted for 1972 at only 
half the rates of regular tax for other in¬ 
come, applies mainly to "the upper income 
classes.” 

The study put the main blame for inequity 
in the tax system on the federal govertiment. 
lower government levels, the provinces and 
municipalities, because they are limited in 
the fields they tax, find it hard to impose 
taxes that are directly related to income 
levels, jt said. They depend mainly on prop¬ 
erty taxes and levies on sales. 

In a release accompanying the Mas love 
report, the council, financed by government 
hut an independent agency, said the study 
“confirms the council’s reservation about the 
effectiveness of the tax system in influencing 
income distribution." 

One of the main aims of the tax system, 
which finances the operation of government, 
is to Jx* "progressive’’—putting a heavier 
burden on the wealthy than on the poor. 

Whether the federal tax system does this 


was a prime issue in the campaign for the 
federal election last Oct. 30. Tbe Conserva¬ 
tives and the New Democratic Party accused 
the Liberals of putting an over-empham* on 
the individual taxpayer in relation to the 
amount collected in taxes # from corporations 
and also questioned the tax burden being 
shouldered by those in low-and middle-in- 
come brackets compared with those in top 
brackets. 

The Maslove study broke income into two 
segments -full income, including government 
transfers for such things as unemployment 
insurance or welfare, and broad income, ex¬ 
cluding such transfers. 

Full income, as should he expected, is dis¬ 
tributed more equally than broad income, it 
said. 

"When Canadian family units are ranked 
by income, the lowest 20 per cent received 
about two per cent of total broad income.** - 
This amounted to about four per cent of full 
income. 

For the middle three fifths, moving up¬ 
ward, of family income, broad and full in¬ 
comes were distributed at about the same 
levels—10, 18 and 24 per cent.

Companion bills introduced 
by Macdonald at the same 
time as the Energy Act were 
a Water Utilities Act and a 
Telecommunications Utilities 
Act.

T h e Telecommunications 
Utilities Act, however, gives 
the new B.C. Energy Commis¬ 
sion the authority to control 
all transmissions by cable, 
telephone or telegraph in 
cases of companies which 
operate within the boundaries 
of the province. 

When the bill was in¬ 
troduced in the house. Socred 
MlaA* shouted “bye-bye 
B.C. Tel" but Macdonald later 
explained it will give the com¬ 
mission no controls over B.C. 
Telephone because that com¬ 
pany operates under a federal 
c harter. It will however affect 
Okanagan Telephone, a whol¬ 
ly ownad subsidiary *o( B.C.

The trade minister said the 
new commission will also 
carry out extensive studies 
and research in the field of 
cable vision where federal 
authorities have recently sig¬ 
nified they are prepared to 
transfer some jurisdiction to 
the province for transmissions 
within their own boundaries. 

Other functions of the soon 
to be aoolished PUC will be 
shared around among other 
government departments. 

The proposed Energy Act 
also creates a new three- 
member Motor Carrier Com¬ 
mission which will qome 
under the jurisdiction of the 
department of commercial 
transport. The new body, 
when it is set up, will take 
over from the PUC its regula¬ 
tory functions over commer¬ 
cial transport within the prov¬ 
ince. 

The regulation of cemeter¬ 
ies and crematoriums will 
come under the department of 
health under the new system 
and jurisdiction over prear¬ 
ranged funeral plaas will be 
given to the B.C. Securities 
Commission. 

B.C. Hydro and Power Au¬ 
thority won't have to appear 
before the new energy com¬ 
mission to obtain approval of 
its rates. But the bill states 
the commission may hear ap¬ 
peals by customers who 
claims the cn*wn utility is dis¬ 
criminating ngainfet him in 
terms of conditions and stan¬ 
dards of service. 

It also gives the commission 
power to licence new bu¬ 
sinesses in the petroleum in¬ 
dustry. which Macdonald ex¬ 
plained was inserted so there 
could, if necessary, he future 
control over new gasoline sta¬ 
tions, and to regulate or pro¬ 
hibit what the minister 
called “the thrfee Gs 
games, giveaways, and gim¬ 
micks.’’ 

In the area of price-fixing 
the commission would have 
the powri* to fix different 
prices for regions of the prov¬ 
ince. Put Macdonald indicated 
there would be a study of the 
possibility of a uniform price 
of gas for the whole province 
before any moves wen* made 
to establish price veilings. 

Macdonald said although 
the commission would be 
given the power, on cabinet 
instructions, to hold hearings 
and establish a price struc¬ 
ture for gasoline in the prov¬ 
ince, the government intends 
to proceed cautiouly. 

“It’s not going to be tomor¬ 
row,” the minister said, “and 
while we do have this umbrel 
la control over gas prices at 
the wholesale or retail level 
we’rt not going to move with¬ 
out careful study and consul¬ 


tation and perhaps coopera¬ 
tion with the industry. 

"These are permissive 
powers •—we may or may not 
in the next little while es¬ 
tablish price ceilings on gaso 
line.” 

The rules -of -natural justice 
in law make hearings manda¬ 
tory before the commission 
takes such action, Macdonald 
said. 

He repeated statements 
made by Premier Barrett 
Wednesday that B.C. would 
certainly intervene at Na¬ 
tional Energy Board hearings 
to be held later this year on 
an application by Westcoast 
Transmission Company Ijd. to 
increase its exports of natural 
gas to the U.S. 

Barrett has said as a condi¬ 
tion of B.C. approval of fur¬ 
ther exports, all existing con- * 
tracts must be reopened and 
the prices of gas raised, and 
the province must first be 
sure the needs cf its own citi¬ 
zens are met. 

Macdonald said the govern¬ 
ment at this stage doesn’t 
seek to directly control the 
export of natural gas. But he 
added the new energy com¬ 
mission will be given the task 
of researching and presenting 
the government’s position to 
the National Energy Board 
which does rule on all ex¬ 
ports. 

The minister said he was 
confident the national body 
would co-operate with B.C., 
but when pressed by report¬ 


ers, added . “If the NEB lets 
us down then we’ll move into 
the field of actual control of 
exports of natural gas to the 
limits of our constitutional 
power. I feel we have the 
power to do that, perhaps in¬ 
directly, by going right tq the 
well head where the gas 1 
come/ out of the ground.” 

Macdonald also repeated an 
earlier statement by Barrett 
that B.C. wasn't opposed to a 
two-price system for natural 
gas, similar to the system re¬ 
cently adopted by Alt^rta, ao^ 
that increases in export prices' 
wouldn’t also hit domestic gas . 
consumers. 

The bill specifically ex¬ 
empts from its definition of 
energy utilities a municipality 
which supplies energy only 
within its own boundaries, 
small private energy concern, 
and wellhead production of 


oil, natural gas or other natu¬ 
ral petroleum products. A cor¬ 
poration which generates 
electric power is exempt if it 
sells less titan 15 per cent of 
its total energy output. 

The legislation provides for 
general penalties of up to 
$10,000 in fines. But fines for 
specific offences range from 


maximum of $500 for default 
of officers and employees, 
and up to $2,000 for disobedi¬ 
ence of commission orders 
nnd failing* to provide infor¬ 
mation to the commission. 

The commission is required 
to make an annual report to 
the Legislature delivered 15 
days before the session opens.

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Last Chance for Ulster

BRITISH GOVERNMENT has presented 
Northern Ireland with a formula for peace¬ 
ful co-existence designed to end the largely sectari¬ 
an differences which have caused the bloody tur¬ 
moil of the past four years. It could work; but only 
if the religiously and politically divided people want 
it to. And first reactions, particularly from the 
Protestant side, indicate possibility of systematic 
sabotage. 

On the Roman Catholic side there was a ten¬ 
dency to accept this "last chance” for compromise, 
and even the Irish Republican Army terrorists held 
their fire while the various parties digested the 
plan. 

The white paper made concessions obviously 
designed to remove grounds for Roman Catholic 
grievances: Election of a new provincial assembly, 
for example, will be on a basis of proportional rep¬ 
resentation by single transferable ballot thus en¬ 
suring the minority’s participation in government. 

The guarantee goes farther. The assembly will 
choose an executive from its own membership but 
from all parties. This is a departure from normal 
democratic procedures where the leader of the 
strongest party chooses his ministers. 

But the things that please the Roman Catho¬ 
lics cause the Protestants misgivings. 

For the militant, the white paper’s proposals 
acted like a tocsin’s warning. They immediately or¬ 
ganized the United loyalist Action Group, and 
gave notice they would consider co-operation only 
on conditions: the Catholic-based IRA terrorists 
must be defeated and dispersed; control of the 


police must be in the hands of the new assembly; 
no interference by or consultation with the Irish 
Republic would be accepted in future planning; and 
strohger representation for Ulster in the United 
Kingdom Parliament must be provided. 

The white paper is assumed to be the last word 
from Britain in its efforts to restore peace in the 
unruly province. London would like both sides to 
believe this. 

But if the Protestant resistance leads to vio¬ 
lence — and such firebrands as William Craig, the 
Rev. Ian Paisley and Billy Hull of the Loyalist As¬ 
sociation of Workers make that a distinct possibili¬ 
ty — then William Whitelaw, specially appointed 
secretary of state for Ulster, would probably try 
one more round of negotiations. 

The hope is that the voice of the moderates 
, will be heard and the United Loyalist Action Group 
restrained. After all, as the name implies, the orga¬ 
nization is principally concerned with retaining the 
United Kingdom connection. There is no suggestion 
in the white paper of anything more than a friend¬ 
ly relationship with the Irish Republic. 

Cynics may say that the United Loyalists are 
really more Interested in the preservation of Prot¬ 
estant advantages the old system of government 
would perpetuate, including discrimination against 
Roman Catholics. And that may be so. But if the 
extremists on the other side can keep their heads 
and their tempers, there is at least a chance that 
responsible leaders like Brian Faulkner will make 
it possible to give the formula a test. No one can 
tell if it will work until it is tried. 


City Council Secrecy 


A LDERMAN TOM CHRISTIE has accomplished 
two things with his complaint about the 
Victoria city council “canary,” both of them in the 
public interest and neither, as far as we can tell, in¬ 
tended. 

First, the alderman has confirmed that an ar¬ 
ticle last Sunday by the Colonist’s city hall report¬ 
er, about the council and civic staff members work¬ 
ing In secret on new regulation of development in 
the central business district, was correct. 

The article, it may be recalled, said that al¬ 
though downtown property owners and merrfiants 
would be affected most by the outcome of the 
secret sessions, their opinion on what should be 
done was not being solicited; that the aim of the 
meetings was to formulate policies leading to zon¬ 
ing amendments which would encourage specific 
development for certain areas, rather than allow¬ 
ing all types of development everywhere. It also 
said that the council was aiming at stimulation of 
development In the area east of Blanshard Street, 
and the restriction of development west of Douglas 
Street except if in keeping with the area’s "old 
town” character. And it went on to quote Aider- 
man Mike Young on the methods that might be 
used. 

Now Alderman Christie asks who told about 
the closed-door discussions and complains that, 
“This guy had everything we talked about In the 


paper, the whole thing,” and further declares that, 
“... I’m going to shut that canary up one of these 
days.” The property-owners and merchants of the 
business district will be grateful to the alderman 
for leaving them in no doubt about what is going 
on, though they may be in doubt about what he is 
going to do to a canary if he can find one. 

Mr. Christie's second accomplishment is that 
he has drawn public attention to the degree to 
which the people’s business is being done in private 
by Victoria’s city council, through regular, infor¬ 
mal meetings in supposed secrecy which he refers 
to as “caucus.” 

It is traditional that in federal and provincial 
politics, a party caucus is held in private, to conceal 
internal differences as well as planning of tactics. 
It is also just about as traditional that for their 
own purposes, various factions or individuals from 
time to time let the cat out of the bag or the cana¬ 
ry out of the cage as the case may be, or that a 
"leak" is engineered to test reaction. 

But secrecy has no proper place in the delib¬ 
erations of city councils, except in dealing with per¬ 
sonnel or property acquisition or a few other sub¬ 
jects that rarely arise. The voters have a right to 
hear what their elected civic representatives think 
and say about most matters, and to judge them ac¬ 
cordingly. When the Victoria council meets in 
"caucus,” citizens should demand to know why. 


From an Expert on Pain 


New Light on the Secret of Acupuncture 


A leading western expert on 
pain believes that he can ac¬ 
count for the mysterious et- 
fecte of acupuncture, the an¬ 
cient Chinese technique which 
involves sticking many fine 
needles into specially-selected 
points on the human body. 

After many years in which 
the technique was derided by 
conventional western medi¬ 
cine, the improved diplomatic, 
climate between the United 
States and China and the up- 
portunity for western corre¬ 
spondents to witness ocupunc- 
ture operations at first hand 
have re-established interest. 


Correspondents have report¬ 
ed watching major surgery 
carried out without any anes¬ 
thetic except the acupuncture 
needles. James Reston, the 
distinguished American corre¬ 
spondent. who was unfortu¬ 
nate enough to sutler a severe 
appendicitis while on a visit 
to China, is himself a witness 
to the value of acupuncture in 
relieving post-operative pain 
- though the Chinese doctors 
who removed his appendix did 
so using a conventional local 
anesthetic. 

How does anesthesia by ecu- 
purteture work? According to 
Dr. Robert Melzack, a psy¬ 
chologist who has s[>eoialixed 
in the study of pain, the effect 
of the needles can indeed be 
explained in terms of western 
scientific ideas — and it is an 
explanation which most doc- 
ton will herd a lot easier to 
stomach than traditional Chi¬ 
nese notions about Yin and 
Yang.

miniahtt pain tram Ihe outset. 
Mild analgesic drugs (often 
used before the needles are 
Inserted) would have the fur¬ 
ther effect of making the acu¬ 
puncture procedure more tol¬ 
erable. so that electrical stim¬ 
ulation through the acupunc¬ 
ture needles, cr the twirling 
of the needles, is not felt as 
pain. Ihe sensory stimulation 
itself would then activate 
brainstem areas that block 
the signals which are pro¬ 
duced by surgical injury.” 

This explanation, Dr. Mel¬ 
zack admits, is pure conjec¬ 
ture. based on fragmentary 
information. Fortunately, now 
that the barriers between 
China and the West have 
begun to disappear the oppor¬ 
tunities for learning more 
about acupuncture are in¬ 
creasing. Its potential benefits 
are very great, say Dr. Mel¬ 
zack, particularly for surgery 
in the elderly. Studying the 
ancient art, he believes, will 
also tell scientists a great 
deal about the general mecha¬ 
nisms of pain.

Negotiations on Mutual and 
Balanced Force Reductions in 
central Europe tMBFR), 
which are currently getting 
under way in Vienna, will in 
all probability end up with 
plenty for NATO-haters to 
crow about and may even, as 
someone quipped, win NATO 
a Nobel prize for naivety. 

Nevertheless, whatever the 
outcome of the conference 
battle with communist 
powers, it certainly won’t 
mean the end of NATO, or 
even the beginning of the end. 
But to believe this, one must 
understand what NATO was 
to start with, what it is now, 
and what form it may take in 
the future. 

According to the record, the 
15-member NATO alliance 
was originally a hard core 
group of five Brussels Treaty 
signatory powers plus Canada 
and the U.S., which in 1949 
decided to pool military re¬ 
sources for a joint system of 
defence. What they had in 
common was a profound dis¬ 
taste for communism and a 
fear of Russian imperialism. 
More importantly, they had 
the will to do something about 
it. 

★ ★ ★ 

As of 1973 NATO has plenty 
of reason for self congratu¬ 
lation. But the "bureaucracy 
has grown very strong and 
papers flow from Brussels in 
an endless stream. There is 
no slacking in the manning of 
HQs, for ceremonial gather¬ 
ings, nor flying flags,” as one 
general well up in the hierar¬ 
chy recently noted. Moreover, 
a lot of the fear and firm 
resolve of the 50s is missing. 
And what’s left isn’t shared 
by certain fringe members of 
the alliance. 

There are several reasons 
for a lack of will to keep 
NATO strong. An apparent 
thaw in the cold war plus 
oveivxmfidence In a peaceful 
future probably head the list. 
The high cost of manpower 
and conventional hardware is 
a second negative factor, 
while reluctance to put more 
emphasis on nuclear weapons 
H, a third. 

On the political front we 
have the forthcoming Euro¬ 
pean Security Conference 
(ESC) to encourage the mood 
of laissez f&ire. And finally 
there are those potentially 
awkward Mutual and Bal¬ 
anced Force Reduction nego¬ 
tiations. 

Faced with an almost inevi¬ 
table reduction of U.S. forces 
In Europe, the MBFR idea 
was NATO-inspired to salvage 
a quid per quo. The general 
aim was to get the same secu¬ 
rity at less cost, but a bal¬ 
anced reduction of forces on 
both sides of the iron curtan. 
But MBFR talk gathered 
steam in NATO circles with¬ 
out adequate homework being 
done. So the prospects of 
NATO getting what it wants

at the conference table aren’t 
at all bright? For instance, 
since MBFR was officially 
proposed eight different 
models for balancing force re¬ 
ductions were examined by 
NATO experts. Their find¬ 
ings : four of the models were 
absolutely non-negotiable, and 
NATO was bound to lose if 
any of the others were adopt¬ 
ed. 


Oddly enough the MBFR 
idea had to be practically 
forced down Russia’s throat. 
However, 4he Soviet Union 
now seems to be aware of the 
]>otential goodies in such ne¬ 
gotiations for it, and is hard 
at work trying to turn them to 
advantage. As a starter, it is 
challenging the NATO conten¬ 
tion that force reductions 
should be "balanced" rather 
than simply "mutual”. Bal¬ 
ancing them would mean that 
Russia should withdraw 
greater numbers from central 
Europe than tha U.S., to allow 
for the fact that U.S. forces 
will end up much further 
away from the erstwhile Iron 
Curtain. 

The idea of a simple "mutu¬ 
al” reduction of forces is en¬ 
ergetically rejected by NATO 
officials. Nevertheless, if you 
study NATO force goals in the 
past, you’ll find they were set 


rather arbitrarily; security 
was based on whatever na¬ 
tions could make available, 
plus an evident determination 
to fight if necessary. Mean¬ 
while, nuclear weapons were 
introduced and they added a 
totally new dimension to the 
numbers game. 

And despite the recent drive 
t o improve conventional 
arms, as an offset of NATO’s 


this leave NATO in, say, 20 
years? 

Still fulfilling the same role 
as a bulwark of the free 
world, I suggest. But it may 
no longer be an alliance of 
the weak and the strong. The 
weak may come to believe 
that communist imperialism 
is growing benign antt. no 
longer justifies their moraL 
support and material effort to 
help contain it. So they will 
end up as NATO dropouts —

Therefore, as long as NATO 
has no intention of playing 
politics with conventional, 
mobile reserves, (moving 
them about the frontier in aid 
o( such peripheral countries 
as Yugoslavia), the withdraw¬ 
al of perhaps 100,000 U.S. 
troops, balanced only by a 
like number of Russians, 
couldn't be the disaster NATO 
officials would have us be¬ 
lieve. 

Whatever the outcome of 
MBFR talks, it will probably 
ease the strain of national 
budgets. This will naturally 
breed an appetite for more of 
same. The twinning of “de¬ 
fence and detente" as the 
spirit of NATO may then 
come to be replaced with "de¬ 
tente" alone. So where will 


will cohtinue supporting some 
form of NATO. And they may 
be Joined by Spain which 
seems to be moving towards 
eligibility in the club. 


Even 50 years from now, 
allies and a balance of power 
in Europe will probably still 
look good to realists who 
cherish their independence, 
and who don't begrudge the 
cost of insurance. Such na¬ 
tions may not then be "a solid 
block of ilk* minded people, 
ringing the communist world 
from North Cepe to the Ana¬ 
tolian plains." But chances 
are there will be some sort of 
multilateral alliance looking 
remarkably like N,ATO, and 
with its military.' planners 
working to counter whatever 
threats may then look omi¬ 
nous, cither from the left or 
the right. 


Control of the Use of Land 


The furore in British Colum¬ 
bia over the land-use control 
measures proposed by the 
NDP government of David 
Barrett seems far removed. 

But the basic question In¬ 
volved — that of who should 
control land use and develop¬ 
ment, and the extent of that 
control — is now being faced 
by virtually every provincial 
government In Canada. The 
difference seems to be that 
Mr. Barrett's government 
made its decision, and made 
It clumsily; the others are 
still thinking about it. 

Among the others, perhaps 
Ontario is closest to devising 
a basic policy on land use 
control. 

Land use is the basic issue 
behind the argument between 
Industry and Tourism Minister 
Claude Bennett and the town 
of Smiths Falls. Mr. Bennett’s 
apparent belief that his gov¬ 
ernment should have the ul¬ 
timate control over land use 
in Ontario led the people of 
that town tn reply that it was 
their "God-given right” to de¬ 
velop their land as they, not 
the province, saw fit. 

Just how far even a Conser¬ 
vative government might be 
prepared to go in land use 
control was Indicated at a re-

cent meeting of Ontario’s Re¬ 
sources Policy Development 
Committee. Secretary Bert 
Lawrence and federal MP 
Walter Baker, talking about 
the Canada-Ontario Rideau- 
Trent-Sevem study, discussed 
the practical and political pos¬ 
sibilities of freezing land dev¬ 
elopment along the three 
canal systems until the prov¬ 
ince could decide how the 
land should best be developed. 

Government control of land 
use is as old as civilization it¬ 
self. Evidence of city planiUng 
has been found in the ruins of 
cities in China, India, Egypt 
and Asia Minor. Zoning as a 
legislative method of land con¬ 
trol was first applied in Ger¬ 
man and Swedish cities as 
long ago as 1875, and by the 
early 1900s, had spread to 
England and North America. 

It can be argued that pro¬ 
vince-wide planning such as 
proposed by Ontario’s "De¬ 
sign For Development” pro¬ 
gram is simply an extension 
of municipal zoning. Certainly 
it makes sense to have some 
kind of control over the use of 
land outside the major cities 
and towns as well as land in¬ 
side those boundaries. 


The larger, stickier ques¬ 
tions are who controls what, 
and by how much? What lands 
should be designated for rec¬ 
reational use? What for resi¬ 
dential? What compensation 
should be paid to those whose 
property might decrease in 
value because of zoning regu¬ 
lations? These are crucial po¬ 
litical issues of the next de¬ 
cade. 

The provincial argument for 
ultimate control because of 
seniority and the broader re¬ 
sponsibility is too simplified; 
municipalities can argue with 
justification that their coun¬ 
cils as much as provincial 
MLAs are elected to protect 
the interests of taxpayers of 
their munieioality. 

The solution to land use 
control will require consider¬ 
able flexibility all around; a 
willingness by provincial gov¬ 
ernments to permit varying 
degrees of responsibility to be 
left with municipalities, and 
by local governments to t&llnr 
personal wishes to the larger 
provincial need. 

It is a question neither 
black nor white nor easily re¬ 
solved; with, time, patience 
and most of all co-operation, 
it just might work to the bene¬ 
fit of all. 


Will Park Prices Rise? 
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Nothing’s what It seems anymore. 
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imposition of drastically in¬ 
creased land rental fees in 
Banff, Jasper and Waterton 
National Parks has inspired a 
predictable reaction of out¬ 
rage by the residents and 
business people of these 
tourist centres. 

Their objections are under¬ 
standable in tile c o n t e x t of 
human nature and its propen¬ 
sity for self-preservation. But 
for outsiders, the increase in 
land rentals inspires two main 
thoughts. Firstly, If the land 
rental tees In the park were 
so out of touch with the reali¬ 
ties of providing service, why 
did the government wait so 
long to make its move? 

Anyone would be shocked to 
see his land rental fee go up 
from $30 a year to $3,000 with 
no more fanfare than the time 
it lakes to open up the letter 
with the government an¬ 
nouncement of the new rates. 
But conversely, one could say

that the people of Banff and 
other national park settle¬ 
ments had been living off the 
fat of the land for years. 

For a householder receiving 
first-class sewer, water, gar¬ 
bage. street lighting, paved 
streets and street cleaning, a 
yearly land rental of $15 or 
even $38 a year has to be one 
of the beet bargains around. 
People on the outside can 
hardly be blamed for laying 
It’s about time Banff paid its 
share. 

It should also be noted that 
since Banff residents cannot 
own their land tike residents 
of an ordinary municipality, 
they sign lease agreements of 
varying lengths With the fed¬ 
eral government, and pay a 
yearly land rental fee. In ad¬ 
dition to this they pay a pro¬ 


vincial educational and hospi¬ 
tal levy. 

An outsider may get the 
feeling that if the government 
could get down to business 
and arrive at a formula that 
is equitable for all residents 
of national parks, there would 
be less screaming from those 
on the Inside. 

It would also be reasonable 
(or both outsiders and insiders 
to ask the government if it 
has in mind a graduated scale 
of land rental increase to 
keep pace with the inevitable 
rise in costs of providing ser¬ 
vice. 

In any case, tha answer to 
the moat important question 
of all should be pretty obvi¬ 
ous. Who is going to pay the 
land rental Increase in Banff ? 
Why she consumer of course. 
All he has to do to be aura, is 
keep a log on the price of 
hamburgers for the next onu- 
ple of months. 
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Havoc Created in New Zealand’s Largest City 

Chemical Spillage Sends 700 to Hospital 


Bailg (Soiimist. Victoria, B.C. Friday, March 23, 1973 J 
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New Zealand's biggest city 
has just lived through a night¬ 
mare lasting four days and 
two nights. 

Fumes from a highly so¬ 
phisticated defoliant chemical 
swept through an inner su¬ 
burb of Auckland and caused 
4,000 shopkeepers, office and 
factory workers, businessmen 
and residents to leave their 
homes and business premises. 
Nearly 700 people had to he 
taken to hospital. 


The nightmare chemical 
was the cotton defoliant tribu- 
tylphosphorotrlthioite, with 
the trade name of Merphos. 
This, is an organophosphate, 
one of a group of chemiialfe 
widely used jn agriculture. « 1 
New Zealand is primarily 
an agricultural country, using 
a wide range of chemicals, 
including organo-phosphates. 
But the spillage was. ironical¬ 
ly, of a chemical which was

never meant to enter the 
country. 

The shipment of 50 drums 
of IJerphos had come from 
Mexico on board a Cypriot 
ship. The chemical was bound 
for Sydney. Australia, where 
it was to be used on cotton 
farms. 


Half the drums were dam¬ 
aged in rough «eas during the 
voyage across the Pacific and 
began to leak. Seawinds kept 
the crew free of the chemi¬ 
cal's harmful effects. 

The first port of call was 
Auckland. Before the New 
Zealand-bound cargo was un¬

Murder a Duty 

Vengeance

a A Lebanese court has sentenced a middle-aged man to 10 
years’ hard labor for killing his 16-year-old daughter in a fit 
of futy when he found she was pregnant. He cut her throat in 
front of his family. 

The Incident received only back-page coverage in the 
local newspapers, for In Lebanon a murderer can be consid¬ 
ered to be doing only his duty. He may even be rated a hero. 

In Lebanon, family honor counts for everything. An insult 
often is avenged only by spilling blood. There are also tradi¬ 
tional methods of settling blood feuds by conciliation, but a 
Lebanese mother may bring up her unfathered child to ac¬ 
cept that sooner or later he will have to avenge his family’s 
honor by killing. 


This done, a man is on the run from orthodox justice — 
and from surviving male members of the family he in his 
turn has dishonored. The desolate villages of Hermel in 
northern Lebanon, about six miles south of the Syrian border, 
are his only hope of survival* 

Hunted Ineffectually by the I/ebanese government and 
eulogised In folk songs and epic tales, 400 suspected and con¬ 
victed murderers have made the mountain villages of Ile.rmel 
their home and stronghold. Once there, a man can ask for the 
protection of any Hermel family and honor demands that the 
family welcome him Into their home like a son, take on his 
enemies and defend him — literally — with their lives. 

Not that a fugitive is always 100 per cent safe even then, 
because with the number of outlaws gathered in the Hermel 
villages, a blood feud may sometimes be simply transferred 
there from the place where it originated. 

* * 

Three years ago, Hassan Dandash took a submachine-gun 
into a Hermel village square and sprayed bullets into the 
remaining four male members of an enemy family. Then he 
calmly w-alkcd out of the village and has not returned. Today, 
in another remote mountain cottage, a legendary figure, he is 
visited once a week by his wife. But according to Hermelites, 
“not a policeman in Lebanon would dare try to arrest him 
singlehanded. 

Some of the men in Hermel are bitten- about their lot. "I 
was pushed into killing/* said one. “My family buried my 
brother underneath our front door. Every time I went in os- 
out I had to walk over his tomb, and no one would speak to 
me properly until his blood had been revenged. But I’m Just 
rotting here now, and before It happened,} was studying for 
my baccalaureate.” 

Life in Hermel never is pleasant. In summer the fugitives 
pay for their freedom with excruciating heat; in winter, bit¬ 
ter cold. The barren mountain terrain makes poor farmland 
and beyond the main village of Hermel there are no medical 
facilities. The overcrowded schools are barely worth the 
name. 


But more than anything else, it is a tedious life. The men 
are all fiercely political because, they say, "there’s nothing 
else to do or talk about.” No man is ever without his gun and 
all are as alert as alley cats to the slightest indication of an 
enemy’s approach. 

Hermel’s overriding advantage is its geographical posi¬ 
tion : not even the Ottoman Empire at the height of its power 
could smoke the outlaws out. * 

“Just take a look around you and you’ll see why the gov¬ 
ernment can’t get at us," said one villager. “We’re totally 
isolated. Even If they did try to round us all up, they’d have 
to send the entire army to do the job." As It Is, the moment n 
police patrol Mine* within 25 miles of the Hermel “fortress.” 
the wanted men are warned by a highly efflelent network of 
lookouts. 

Moat family “honor” feuds begin with a quarrel over 
land ownership, but the roots of the dispute often get lost in 
the mists of time — by which time whole families may have 
been wiped out. / 

* ★ ★ 

Ironically, the outlawed “honor” murderer has a code of- 
behavior that is stricter than most. He has to be restrained 
from killing his only goat in honor of a guest, and will stress 
that in Hermel ho common criminal is ever given house 
room. 

"We turn that sort over to the police,” he will say. "We kill 
for otjr honor and for our' land. But we never tolerate a 
thief.” / 


Ironic because apartheid 
grew out of the conflict be¬ 
tween white and black 
workers as the country’s in¬ 
dustrial revolution got under 
way in the early 1920’s and 
the whites sought political 
pro t e cd i o n against cheap 
black competition. 

This culminated in job res¬ 
ervation which bars blacks 
fro*" a wide range of jobs 
reserved exclusively for 
whites. 

But the white one-fifth of 
South Africa’s 20-million pop¬ 
ulation can no longer provide 
all the necessary skills to 
keep the wheels of industry 
turning smoothly. 

Now, half a century later as 
economic development out¬ 
strips the limited white labor 
pool, the use of cheap black 
labor has become inevitable 
in posts that otherwise could 
not be filled. 

And those same white 
workers who once demanded 


the “safeguards” of job reser¬ 
vation suddenly find that their 
only means of protection is to 
demand equal pay for black 
workers. It is as if apartheid 
has turned full circle. 

The biggest cracks in job 
reservation have opened in the 
booming building industry. It 
is estimated that 35 per cent 
of the artisan strength in the 
building industry is black. 

These workers are being 
paid 40 cents-an-hour for jobs 
for which white artisans earn 
1.50 rands. And still, accord¬ 
ing to a recent survey con¬ 
ducted by the Building Indus¬ 
tries’ Federation, there is a 
shortage of 1,133 artisans in 
the major centres alone. 

Concern at this state of af¬ 
fairs is plainly evident in the 
call by the secretary of the ul¬ 
tra-conservative Building 
Workers’ Union, Gert Beetge, 
who makes no attempt to con¬ 
ceal his motives behind a ven¬ 
eer of altruism.

were taken off with health de¬ 
partment permission, al¬ 
though the department em¬ 
phasized they were not to 
leave the wharf.

A large area was cordoned 
off, businesses, factories and 
shops closed down and almsdt 
1,000 residents told to find al¬ 
ternative accommodation. 

Civil Defence officials kept 
them from their homes for 
two nights, many of them 
were without spare clothing, 
bedding, toilet gear, money or 
transport.

In the middle of the deserted 
suburb, firemen and scientists 
encased in rubber suits like 
the survivors of some nuclear 
blast were fighting to render 
the poisonous compound into 
its harmless parts.

S&nd and sawdust were 
poured on to the chemical at 
the four sites where it had 
leaked, but that did not work. 
Scientists finally hit on caus¬ 
tic soda as the neutralizer and 
at last achieved success.

He says: “There is no job 
reservation left in the building 
industry.

There, blacks have been 
seen doing plastering, 
carpentry, painting and glaz¬ 
ing in defiance of apartheid 
laws. The matter has been 
raised in parliament; prose¬ 
cutions have been attempted 
and failed. 

The facts are plain. If white 
artisans in the building in¬ 
dustry are not to be under¬ 
mined completely, It must be 
conceded that industrial 
apartheid has failed and the 
only protection left is to insist 
on an effective rate for the 
job. 

The effects of the inflow of 
black labor are being felt in 
other industries too and right- 
wing trade unionists admit to 
increasing concern. 

The fear Is that blacks will 
form trade unions of their 
own accord and, with their 
cheaper labor, will undermine 
white artisans. But in spite of 
their concern, the right¬ 


wingers have yet to come to 
grips with what is to them an 
extremely delicate- problem. 

Attempts to discuss the 
issue were defeated at last 
year’s congress of the 185,000- 
strong South African Confed¬ 
eration of Labor, the umbrella 
organization of right-wing 
trade unions. 

According to its secretary 
there is still no agreement as 
to what should be done. He 
says: ”1 agree whole¬ 

heartedly that some avenue of 
representation is necessary 
for blacks in view of their 
growing numbers in industry, 
but basically we do not think 
they are ripe yet for trade 
unionism as we know it.” 

Concern has also been 
voiced by another leading 
conservative unionist. W. 
Bomman, general secretary 
of the powerful Iron, Steel 
and Allied Industries’ Union. 
What worries him particu¬ 
larly is the lack of machinery 
to control the 13 black unions 
in existence. 

In contrast to the right-wing 
confederation, the Trade 
Union Council of South Africa, 
which represents 200,000 
workers in 70 unions, wants 
blacks admitted to its white 
member unions. In a recent 
test of its membership it 
gained a near-unanimous 
mandate to approach the gov¬ 
ernment on the matter. 


Government Opposed 


It is not likely to succeed. 
The government is vehement¬ 
ly opposed to blacks in trade 
their jobs and security the 
higher things in life. 

This inevitable movement, 
though still faltering and un¬ 
coordinated, is under way. 
unions of any kind because, 
says Minister of Labor Marais 
Viljoen, “they will take on a 
I>oltitical character/* 

Yet It cannot postpone in¬ 
definitely this development. 
Threatened white unionists 
calling for the rate for the job, 
the whole right-wing of the 
trade union movement waver¬ 
ing in its attitude to black 
uniops, and the black them¬ 
selves forming unofficial 
unions with the tacit approval 
of left-wing unionists and the 
opposition United and 
Progressiva parties, are signs 
of this inexorable movement. 

Once it occurs it wilf fnake 
for the biggest social and pol- 
tical change ever in South 
Africa. 

The economy already leans 
heavily on black workers. 
They out-number whites by 
more than four to one, the fig¬ 
ures according to the 1970 
census being 5,605.140 to 
1,497,560 with 100,000 more 


blacks reaching working age 
every year. 

And if even the most die¬ 
hard of white trade unionists 
are going to start demanding 
equal pay for black workers 
who themselves are moving 
towards trade unionism and a 
united front ih negotiations 
with employers, the material 
cumstances of this huge popu¬ 
lation group wiH be trans¬ 
formed. 

Not only that, they are 
going to be drawn more and 
more into skilled occupations 
and therefore will become In¬ 
creasingly indispensible to the 
economy which they will 
readily be able to hold to ran¬ 
som for political advancement 
too. 

Over and above this will be 
the psychological effect of 
their increasing prosperity. As 
they are relieved of the ele¬ 
mentary preoccupations of 
how to pay the rent, feed the 
children apd suiVive tomor¬ 
row, their aspirations will rise 
and they will demand with 
greater boldness and without 
fear of losing theii* jobs and 
security the higher things in 
life. 

This inevitable movement, 
though still/faltering and un¬ 
coordinated, is under way.

OTTAWA (CP) - The fe¬ 
deral health department is 
conceiTied about rising rates 
of venereal disease, which 
ha ve, says Health Minister 
Maro Lalonde, “reached 
almost epidemic proportions.” 

National rates continued to 
climb in 1972. Figures soon to 
be released by Statistics Can¬ 
ada will show a level of 190 
cases of gonorrhea for every 
100,000 persons. 

This is near the 214 cases 
per 100,000 population in 1946. 
the worst year on record, 
when major campaigns were 
launched urging people to 
learn the symptoms and seek 
treatment. 

In an interview Thursday, 
the minister said his depart¬ 
ment has been looking into 
possible steps to be taken to- 
combat the two most common 
venereal diseases — syphilis 
and gonorrhea. 

"It’s not only a matter of 
just fighting it by treatment 
like an epidemic of influen¬ 
za/ he said. “It is related to 
a revolution — in social 
morals and sexual habits.” 

The health department is 
considering a possible royal 
commission - type study into 
the sociological aspects of the 
problem, he said. 

However, there are pros 
and cons lor such a major 
study, he added. For one 
thing, a major study with 
public hearings takes an ex¬ 


tremely long time and is ex¬ 
pensive. 

As well, most of the basic 
facts about the causes and 
treatment of venereal disease 
are already known. 

Lalonde said he personally 
leaned toward a smaller, 
simpler study by a committee 
of experts who could look at 
all aspects of the problem, 
social as well as educational 
and medical, and produce a 
report much faster. * 

“It is our intention to have 
this question on the agenda of 
the next meeting of deputy 
ministers of health — federal 
and provincial,” he said.

newspaper and radio adver¬ 
tisements across the country. 

The newspaper ads read: 
"It you're in the market tor a 
car loan, get it from the 
Royal Bank ... and wa ll pay 
US toward your plater!" 

In effect, the Royal will pay 
$ 2 b in oaah to anyone who 
takes out a Termplan Per¬ 
sonal Loan tor 11,000 or more 
before June 29 for anything 
from a go-now-pay-later vaca¬ 
tion to automobiles and mo¬ 
torboats. 

A Royal spokesman de¬ 
scribed the campaign as a 
"novel approach to the mar¬ 
keting Of money similar to ap¬ 
proaches used for all kinds of 
consumer products." 

The promotion is also an¬ 
other initiative in the tough 
competitive battle banks have 


been engaged in since the 9967 
Bank Act revision legalized 
bank advertising. 

While the Royal Insists tha 
$25 payment doe* not involve 
an interest rate change, the 
payment baa the effect of re¬ 
ducing the coat of borrowing 
in terms of interest rates by 
as much as 414 per cent on a 
$ 1,000 loan, a competitive ad¬ 
vantage other lenders may 
find hard to resist. 

The Royal says It has 
checked the legal ramifica¬ 
tions of the promotion "left, 
right and sideways to make 
sure we are well within the 
law." 

Canada’s other chartered 
banks — always reluctant to 
comment on competitive 
practices — remain tight- 
lipped about the promotion 


and there is no indication they 
plan similar campaigns. 

A spokesman for one bank 
said such a loan marketing 
approach has been considered 
in the past, but no action was 
taken. 

A large Canadian finance 
company, which said it didn't 
want to be named, described 
the cash payment idea as 
"unethical" and said It would 
not follow the bank. 

It suggested that a bor¬ 
rower who needed only 1700 
or $800 might be inclined to 
borrow $1,000 just for the $25 
rebate, possibly reasoning he 
is getting the extra $200 or 
$300 interest free. 

Stronger criticism came 
from Robert Olley, vice- 
president of the Consumers' 
Association of Canada, who 


said he found the scheme "re¬ 
pulsive and an inappropriate 
inducement to engage in cred¬ 
it.” 

The Royal rejects this 
suggestion, stating it will 
never let a borrower get In 
over his head. 

R. C. Froze*, executive vice- 
president of the Royal, said in 
a recent letter to the bank’s 
managers that they should 
make sure "we do not lead 
customers to borrow more 
than they should, nor spend 
more than they can afford." 

"Our Intentions in this cam¬ 
paign are to extend our reach 
to new customers and to build 
our business, but to do so In a 
responsible way.”

B.C. may go into the railway 
car construction business to 
try to ease a current shortage 
of freight cars in the prov¬ 
ince. Premier Barrett said 
Thursday. 

Barrett told the Legislature 
that as president of the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Railway he had 
asked its top officials for an 
immediate report oh the feasi¬ 
bility of “Building our own 
boxcars” within the province. 
The report was expected “in 
a short while,” he said. 

The premier was replying 
to questions from Alex Fraser 
(SC-Cariboo) who asked what 
steps the government was 
taking to help ease the “wor¬ 
sening shortage” of boxcars 
in the province, a shortage 
that has already caused the 
loss of 300 jobs which would 
otherwise have been available 
throufflt . the winter and 
spring. 

Barrett agreed with Fraser 
that the situation was an ex¬ 
tremely serious one, but noted 
that it was part of a con¬ 
tinent-wide boxcar shortage. 
Right now there was a short¬ 
age of about 18,000 cars a day 
across North America, he 
said. 

The high demand was the 
reason he felt it could be a 
good industry for B.C. 

.In the meantime, he said, 
the government was doing 
everything it could to get 
more railway care into the

Santos Apology, 
Refund Demanded 


LONDON (AP) - The En¬ 
glish Football Association 
wanted Thursday that unless 
it receives an apology from 
Brazilian club Santos over a 
controversial tour here it will 
refer the matter to FIFA, the 
controlling body of world 
soccer. 

If FIFA takes up the case 
for the English Association, it 
could ban the Brazilian club 
from playing in any of the or¬ 
ganization’s 140 member 
countries outside Brazil. 

The English association 
said it has written to its Bra¬ 
zilian counterpart demanding 
an apology from Santos and 
also asking the club pay back 
*5.000. 

Santos played -and lost- 
two games in England and 


the Brazilian club was in fi¬ 
nancial dispute after both 
matches. 

The tour ended when star 
Santos player Pele was 
searched by customs officials 
at Ix>ndon airport. Customs 
officials said Pele was carry¬ 
ing a bag full of dollars. 

The Brazilians played En¬ 
glish second division team 
Fulham March 12 and third 
division Plymouth March 14. 

Later, Santos officials ac¬ 
cused Fulham of cheating 
over gate receipts on which 
the Brazilian club’s fee was 
based. Then the Plymouth 
club said It was “black¬ 
mailed’’ into paying Santos 
another *5,000 on top of the 
*30,000 guarantee for the sec¬ 
ond game.

Pollution Forces Closure 
Of Island Shellfish Areas

Polluti»in along Vancouver 
Island and Gulf Island shore¬ 
lines has swooped down with 
a vengeance on clam diggers, 
oyster gatherers and mussel 
coUectors. At least 33 dif¬ 
ferent areas have been closed 
by federal fisheries following 
health department tests. 

And they are likely to re¬ 
main closed ... at least for a 
long time. 

Industrial wastes are not 
the only reason for these clo¬ 
sures. Almost without excep¬ 
tion contamination has been 
caused by human wastes from 
sewers running into the 
ocean, from faulty septic tank 
runoffs, and from marina* 
and boats.

Some of the most popular 
shellfish areas have been 
closed — one could almost 
say most of the better-known 
places. Clam digging becomes 
a whole new ball game, with 
shellfish gatherers having to 
look for new places. And they 
are faced with new possession 
limits — 25 oysters or one 
quart of shucked oysters a 
day, and a proposed daily bag 
limit of 24 little neck or butter 
clams, which would mean 
clam digging for little necks 
would no longer be worth¬ 
while.

Saanich Peninsula diggers 
will be hit hard by a closure 
all the way along the east side 
of the Peninsula from Saanich 
Peninsula — Piers Island 
cable marker to Turgoose 
Point, opposite James Island.

mission on marijuana and 
drug abuse told Congress and 
President Nixon Thursday. 

Making more than 100 rec- 
ommendationa to de¬ 
em phasi/e government in¬ 
volvement in the drug field, 
which the panel sharply cri¬ 
ticized, and re-emphasizing 
family, church and communi¬ 
ty involvement, the 481-page 
report concluded: 

• "The commix* ion sees 
little evidence .of a decline in 
the rate of experimental use. 
particularly of marijuana and 
hallucinogenic drugs, by 
young people . youthful ex¬ 
perimentation wiU remain one 
of the moat difficult aspects of 
thq drug problem." 

• "The commission does 
not anticipate a quick end to 
the heroin jtroblem. A large 
segment of the current heroin- 
dependent population resists 
any form of treatment while 
new users continue to be re¬ 
cruited." 

• "The commission does 
not anticipate the imminent 
disco\cTy of a cure or vaccine 
for drug dependence. Compul¬ 
sive drug use does not seem 
to be the kind of phenomenon 
for which science will discov¬ 
er a magic bullet’." 

• "Drug problem, as |*er- 
plexing and extensive as it is. 
is not going to bring about the

Harbor Develop’ment Feared 

Council Plays It Safe

Victoria city council is try¬ 
ing to head off the possibility 
of a major development on 
Wharf Street at the Inner 
Harbor waterfront, it was 
learned Thursday. 

The property which, accord¬ 
ing to city hall sources, is 
slated for a massive residen¬ 
tial-commercial project, is 
just north of the controversial 
Reid Centre site. 

City hall sources said 
Thursday a .group of business¬ 
men, headed by Victoria law- 
per and former alderman Ian 
Stewart, has options on all 
parcels of land comprising the 
one-acre site. 

The options, they said, ex¬ 
pire next Friday. 

One city hall spokesman 
said negotiations now are 
going on between the group 
which holds the options and 
a nu/nber of Vancouver devel¬ 
opers. 


Stewart said in an interview 
he has "done some work for a 
client," but no development 
will go ahead on the property 
in question. 

"No options will be exer¬ 
cised, nothing will proceed. 
No development has been pro¬ 
posed for that site,” Stewart 
said. 

He added that he owns one 
of the parcels of land involved 
and that he is "going to keep 
it." 

He said his views and the 
city's views on what should be 
done with the Inner Harbor 
"are absolutely identical." 

City council, however, ap¬ 
parently decided to be on the 
safe side and introduced a 
number of amendments at 
Thursday’s meeting to a pro¬ 
posed zoning bylaw proposing 
the establishment of an Inner 
Harbor special precinct. 

That proposed bylaw hasn't 
been approved yet, but for the 
first time in months, the mat¬ 
ter was discussed by council.

capacity of 65. There will be a 
staff of about 30. 

The centre will be available 
for alcoholics referred to if 
from management and indus¬ 
trial sources as well as from 
the professions, the spokes¬ 
man said. 

The plan for the centre is 
currently under study by the 
provincial government. 

T he problem of an adequate 
water supply has been solved 
by the drilling of deep wells. 

"One well is already in and 
two others are planned," the 
spokesman said. 


There was confusion among 
aldermen when Aid. Mike 
Young introduced the amend¬ 
ments without prior warning. 
He explained the amend¬ 
ments, but consistently re¬ 
fused to say why they were 
being introduced in such a 
rush. 

Aldermen Tom Christie and 
Percy Frampton told council 
they didn’t have any idea 
what the amendments were 
all about. They wanted the 
changes referred to the plan¬ 
ning committee for consider¬ 
ation. 

Even Mayor Peter Pollen 
registered complete surprise, 
although Young told him re¬ 
peatedly that he (Pollen) had 
told him to bring in the 
amendments. 

Here are the amendments: 

• For the purpose of per¬ 
mitted building density, only 
that part of the property 
which is on land may be ap¬ 
plied. At present, waterlots 
are considered part of the 
property and may be applied 
to the formula which deter¬ 
mined a building’s density. 

• Permitted uses within 
the Inner Harbor precinct are 
to be restricted to piers, 
docks, wharves, marinas and 
other uses connected "with 
the enjoyment of the harbor.” 

• Any setback require¬ 
ments will be in relation to 
the high watermark, rather 
than the so-called harbor 
headline which is further out. 

The result of the first pro¬ 
posed amendment would be 
obvious. Most of the Inner 
Harbor properties have exten¬ 
sive waterlots. By excluding 
these from the basis for the 
density formula, any proposed 
development would be scaled 
down considerably; in some 
cases, commercial develop¬ 
ment of any kind would be 
economically unfeasible. 

The second amendment 
simply signifies city council’s 
stand on what uses should be 
permitted within the precinct.

It wouldn’t exclude other dev¬ 
elopment by way of land-use 
contract. 

The third amendment 
would, again, place stricter 
controls on any waterfront 
development by making set¬ 
backs subject to a line much 
further inland than before. 
This regulation would also 
make certain parcels of land 
impossible to develop. 

When council voted on the 
motion to approve the amend¬ 
ments in principle, Christie 
wouldn't lift a hand. 

"Are you abstaining, Aid. 
Christie," asked the mayor. 

"I am abstaining because I 
don’t know what the hell it’s 
all about," Christie replied.

Open heart surgery In 
Victoria will begin on or 
about July 1, barring 
unforeseen problems. 

That i» the "tentative’' date 
when toe first patient will.be 
wheeled into the ultra-modem 
unit at toe Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital, said associate director 
Michael Fraser on Thursday. 

The Jubilee will be only toe 
third hospital in B.C. to per¬ 
form this delicate form of sur¬ 
gery, and it may be handling 
as many as 100 Vancouver Is¬ 
land patients a year. 

At the present time.- these 
heart cases must go to Van¬ 
couver for their operations. 

To develop teamwork and 
familiarize themselves with 
the new equipment, toe open 
heart team of doctors, nurses 
and technicians will operate 
on a number of pigs in an ad¬ 
joining animal development 
lab. 

Team head Dr. Richard 
Brownlee said this procedure 
which has been cleared with 
the Society for toe Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, is "ab¬ 
solutely necessary" for the 
success of toe program. 

Pigs are preferable to dogs, 
he added, because their chest 
structure and hearts are more 
similar to the human anato¬ 
my. 

The human operation will 
be simulated on the animals, 
using all the equipment in¬ 
cluding the heart-lung ma¬ 
chine. The animals will be an¬ 
aesthetized and later de¬ 
stroyed. 

Brownlee said the animal 
lab may become a permanent 
facility as an eventual centre 
for experimentation in the re¬ 
gion. 

The basic open-heart team 
will be a small army of medi¬ 
cal experts. It will include 
three cardiologists, two sur¬ 
geons, five anaesthetists, two 
genera] practitioners, a total 
of 25 nurses, a perfusionist 
(heart-lung machine tech¬ 
nician) and a consulting phys¬ 
iologist. 

The hospital will also be 
taking on extra lab workers, 
physiotherapists and other 
paramedic'll staff. 

Brownlee said the program 
will start slowly — with two 
cases a week—and will be 
gradually expanded to toe 
point where it is ready to re¬ 
ceive emergency cases. 

The Jubilee is acquiring 
"the best possible equipment 
anywhere" for the unit and 
this, coupled with putting to¬ 
gether a professional team, 
has caused delays so far, 
Brownlee said. 

The NDP government has 
authorized spending of 
$184,270 for renovations and 
equipment. 

It appears likely that a 
great many of the open-heart 
operations will be the so- 
called bypass variety, where 
surgeons use small sections of 
the patient’s leg to bypass 
clogged heart arteries. 

Children with congenital 
heart defects and adults with 
valve deformities will also 
benefit. 

It has been estimated that 
by 1974, as many as 229 peo¬ 
ple on Vancouver Island could 
be candidates for open-heart 
surgery. 


Library’s Record Budget Shelved , 
Council Suggests Branch Delay 


The Greater Victoria Public 
Library’s record $1.13 million budget 
for 1973 failed to get approval 
Thursday from Victoria city council. 

On Mayor Peter Pollen’s recom¬ 
mendation, council sent the budget 
back to the library board with a 


recommendation to delay for two 
years plans for an additional branch 
library in Saanich. 

Pollen told council although 
Saanich would pay for the construc¬ 
tion costs, operating costs would 
have to be borne by all member 
municipalities. 




Company Plans: 

Hong Murder 
Documentary

The murder of Victoria 
store owner Frank Hong last 
May 30 may be re-enacted on 
television in this area by a 
West German firm that spe¬ 
cializes in such programs, 
Victoria Police Chief J. F. 
Gregory disclosed Thursday. 

He said the Toronto office 
of the West German film com¬ 
pany, which recently filmed a 
re-enactment of a Vancouver 
murder that resulted in an 
arrest, had written to his de¬ 
partment asking if it wished a 
film of an unsolved crime. 

Gregory said the depart¬ 
ment would reply shortly with 
a suggestion that the firm 
consider a film of toe Hong 
case. He presumed negotia¬ 
tions would follow shortly. 

Hong, 44, was found shortly 
after 8 a.m. last May 30 by a 
longtime friend, former Saan¬ 
ich alderman Edward Lum, 
who had coffee with Hong 
daily at about that time once 
he had got ready for the day’s 
business in his Rainbow Fish 
Co. wholesale store at 560 Fis- 
gard. 

The store owner was found 
on the floor of his office, dead 
from a single bullet between 
the eyes. He was believed to 
have reached the store at 
about 7 a.m. and more than 
$200 was found in various 
places in the office. 

The store had been owned 
by his grandfather and father 
before him and Hong was also 
well known for work with’the 


Victoria Chinatown Lions 
Club. But, despite a large re¬ 
ward and repeated police ap¬ 
peals for help from the public, 
the case has remained un¬ 
solved. 

The West German film com¬ 
pany has only recently moved 
into North America after five 
years of crime-creations on 
TV in West Germany. Austria 
and Switzerland which have 
been called the world’s most 
successful audience participa¬ 
tion show. 

A one-hour film is shown 
every fifth Friday and the 
first 52 programs shown over 
five years helped solve 169 of 
the 363 cases presented, with 
178 lawbreakers arrested. 

Professional actors a Ye 
hired to reconstruct crimes 
and, after each film, director 
Eduard Zimmerman dis¬ 
cusses the case with police 
and asks the audience specific 
questions which can be an¬ 
swered by phone calls to spe¬ 
cific numbers. 

Gregory said toe West Ger¬ 
man approach was approved 
because "they’ve got the ex¬ 
perience." He said casting 
and other matters would prob- 
abjy be up to the firm while 
'jJmice would provide technical 
advice. He had no idea when 
or on what channel any film 
might be shown. 

The chief said the Hong 
case would be suggested "be¬ 
cause it is of recent nature" 
and the identity of the mur¬ 
derer or murderers remains 
unknown.

They are at it again, those foolhardy ones 
who would try to define the British Columbia 
mind.

The idea was to determine 
what British Columbians think about life and 
Canada because of their position west of that 
big mountain barrier. The results will show 
up on the CTV network April 1. 

The profound thought that was poured 
with the booze can be readily detected in a 
sampling sent out by toe network. For in¬ 
stance, someone said Vancouver has no 
slums and someone else pointed out that B.C. 
people buy wine by the gallon while Mani¬ 
toba folk purchase a like amount of vodka. 
At this point there was an important correc¬ 
tion. The vodka was replaced by rye. 

Hien there was this interesting observa¬ 
tion: "Vancouver is trying to be San Francis¬ 
co. Toronto is trying to be New York. But 
Winnipeg is just Winnipeg." 

Naturally there will be a hue and cry 
from those who say you cannot bare the true 
B.C. personality at something as limited as a 
cocktail party for young activists in Van¬ 
couver. So I took steps to right this wrong. X 
threw a beer and hotdog party in the wilds of 


Vancouver Island and invited only old inac¬ 
tivists. 

Unfortunately, most of what they had to 
say could not be understood. And much of the 
rest might be considered offensive if printed 
here. But there was this offering: 

"A" man who washes his socks in the 
saltchuck ain’t doin’ the fish no favor ...” 

"Pa brung us west in a covered wagon. Ma 
was so ugly it had to be covered . . 

"That Bennett fella who created B.C. in 
seven days, or was it seven years — think 
what he could a done for toe rest of Canada. 
Why, he coulda given Regina the B.C. Fer¬ 
ries service ..." 

At this point the party to discover true 
B.C. thinking was raided and these important 
questions had to be left unanswered: 

Does Ladysmith think it’s Chemainus? 
And if not, why not? Could Saanich be mis¬ 
taken for a 20th century municipality? Are 
Cxirtenay and Comox having an affair? 
Where was Cumberland when you last saw 
it? 

Is there really a Ucluelet? 

It may be a long time before we find out. 
In the meantime, v^e’ll have to content our¬ 
selves with the sipping survey of Jerry

Helpless in Power Play

RAWALPINDI, Pakistan — 
Tears well Up in the young 
wife's eyes as she clenches 
her fists in anguish. 

"Life is nothing nowadays. 
Each day I pray to God to 
send news that my husband is 
alive. I feel like running away 
from this world." 


She is the wife of a prisoner 
of war. 


The setting is not San Diego 
or Pensacola. It is Pakistan, 
in the dimly lit sitting room of 
a creaky old house behind a 
pungent open-air bazaar. The 
wife, Ghazala Zuberi. is a 
Punjabi. 

She is 23 and has two chil- 


■ dren. One of them ik mentally 
retarded as a result of Inju¬ 
ries she says he suffered at 
the hands of Bengali guerril¬ 
las in East Pakistan in 
March, 1971: 

_"I feel like going to Indira 
Gandi and asking her, ‘What 
have my children dona to 


you? Why don't you let my 
husband go?' " She said. 

Fourteen months ago when 
the war with India ended, po¬ 
litical analysts predicted that 
President Zullikar All Bhutto 
of Pakistan would be under 
severe pressure to get the 
90,000 military and civilian 
war prisoners back.

This complicated legal-poli¬ 
tical triangle seems remote to 
Ghazala Zuberi, as she weeps 
over her child with his irrepa¬ 
rable brain damage. 

She just wants her army 
captain husband back home. 

Yet. her quiet reaction to 
her mismortune Is perhaps the 
key to why Bhutto oan hold 
out for concessions from India 
and Bangladesh. 

Compare Ghazala and the 
thousands of other Pakistani 
wives, mothers and sisters of 
PoWs to their American coun¬ 
terparts. Due largely to 
American PoW wives, fewer 
than 600 captives became a 
pivotal factor in U.S. negotiat¬ 
ing policy with North Viet¬ 
nam. 

"Our women are so back¬ 
ward and so’ uneducated.” 
said Mrs. Naseem Fazal-ul- 
Haq, head of the National 
Cbuncil for Repatriation of 
PoWs 

”... I can express myself 
and talk. You cannot compare 
Pakistani women and Ameri¬ 
can women, who know all the 
methods to get world atten¬ 
tion," said Mrs. Fazal-ul-Haq, 
38. and the mother of three. 
Her husband, a lieutenant col¬ 
onel, is one of approximately 
73,000 military men In the In¬ 
dian camps. The remaining 
17.000 prisoners are civilians. 

"In this eastern culture, a 
woman who loses her man 
has no respect. If some of my 
husband's friends even visit 
me, it is a scandal. We don’t 
have that safety without our 
husbands. We have no respect 
in our society," she said. 

To Pakistani women, or¬ 
ganizing and resorting to po¬ 
litical pressure are as foreign 
as wearing a mini-skirt. 

All her life, the Muslin 
woman is taught obedience 
and above all submission to 
her father, to her husband, to 
the will of Allah. 

Moreover, most of the Pa¬ 
kistani PoW wives come from 
the martial areas of the Pun¬ 
jab. which have been supply¬ 
ing soldiers for armies since 
the days of the British raj. 
Challenging the government 
would be disloyal. 

"What we tried to do," said 
a Pakistani defence official, 
"is not let India think the 
prisoners are a strong card in

their hand. Thanks to the ■ 
courage and patience of the 
relatives and families, we 
have been successful. 

Aziza Wali is another >vife 
of a PoW. Her husband, Raj 
Wali Khan, 35, has been an 
enlisted man for 18 years and 
holds the rank equivalent to 
corporal. 

Aziza’s weathered face 
looks Illje a map of India. She 
is a tough barefoot, Urdu¬ 
speaking village woman horn 
to bear children (she has 
five). 

“If you want to help us,” 
Aziza said, "help the cause of 
repatriation. I have only one 
request. Get my husband 
back." 

However, for the first time 


in her married life, Aziza now 
gets the entire 120 rupees 
(about $12) a month of her 
husband’s pay. 

Many womfh, like Aziza, 
are finding out for the first 
time how much their men ac¬ 
tually make. When they were 
serving with the Pakistan 
army, the money was issed to 
the men directly and they 
sent only part of it home to 
the family. 


The PoW wives’- organiza¬ 
tion can best be described as 
a polite group of helpless 
women. 


Mrs. Fazal-ul-Haq and three 
nr four of her friends pay reg¬ 
ular calls about once every 


month to selected foreign em¬ 
bassies In Islamabad. 

Their tone 18 never strident 
or demanding. They simply 
ask what they should do next. 

The reaction of foreign dip¬ 
lomats is simply to shrug 
their shoulders. 

When U.N. Secretary Gen¬ 
eral Kurf Walkheim visited 
Pakistan recently, represent¬ 
atives of the wives’ organiza¬ 
tion were on his heels during 
his entire stay. 

Clearly, the strategy of the 
wives is to mobilize world 
opinion, rather than force 
Bhutto to grant concessions to 
get the prisoners back. 

Meanwhile, Ghazala Zuberi 
and thousands like her raise 
prayers to Allah — and wait. 


Lawmakers Listening 
To Deaf Girl’s Pleas 


HbNOLULU (UPI) — A 
pretty teenager who cannot 
hear is making legislators and 
businessmen sit up and listen. 

The 17-year-old high school 
senior who has been honored 
by the legislature and toasted 
by the governor is determined 
to convince industry leaders 
that the handicapped are 
more than "unproductive 
beings who will just get in the 
way.” 

Linda Ogawa, an ambitious 
young woman who works as 
an administrative intern at 
the state capitol, surveyed 
major businesses to find out if 
they had any plans for hiring 
handicapped persons in the 
next three years. 

“I found that businessmen 
who meet persons with handi¬ 
caps are overcome with feel¬ 
ings of either awe. or fear or 
pity," she said. "The reaction 
is one of panic.” 

"The easiest way for a busi¬ 
nessman to deal with a person 
who is handicapped is to cast 
him aside by refusing to see 
him for an interview, or to 
make the often-heard comm¬ 
ent: “I’m sorry, I’m afraid 
,we don't have anything for 
someone like you,’ ” she said. 

When Miss Ogawa asked 
businessmen about the job fu¬ 
ture for handicapped persons, 
"only one of the employers 
was specific in answering. 


The others were not sure or 
afraid to commit them¬ 
selves.” 


Miss Ogawa, who has been 
deaf since birth, found the 
business community was re¬ 
fusing to make the effort to 
get to know the abilities of a 
handicapped person, and that 
employers see the han¬ 
dicapped as "unproductive 
beings who will just get In the 
way.” 

The dark-haired young 
woman of Japanese and Chi¬ 
nese ancestry wants private 
industry to "join hands” with 
government and rehabilitation 
agencies to develop training 
programs so thht handicapped 
persons can acquire skills to 
meet job qualifications. 

Personnel interviewers 
think handicapped persons 
cannot get around in offices, 
cafeterias and restrooms, she 
said. “It never occurred to 
these employers that with a 
few adjustments, all of these 
things can be accomplished.” 

Miss Ogawa, first place 
winner in the annual “ability 
counts” essay contest with 
the results of her survey, will 
be sent to Washington to rep¬ 
resent Hawaii in national 
competition. 

She is quick to point out 
that certain handicaps can 
even have advantages. 

“During committee hear¬ 


ings, I can tell when 
witnesses aren't telling the 
truth,” she said, "not by the 
answers they give but by the 
way they answer the ques¬ 
tions. 

“I study body language. 
The expression of the face, 
the movements they do, the 
way they act. You can tell 
when somebody is lying.” 

Miss Ogawa, who has tes¬ 
tified in favor of bills concern¬ 
ing special education and fa¬ 
cilities for the handicapped, 
makes an iiApact on those 
who count. * 

After one hearing, a key 
representative said, “I was so 
impressed that from now on I 
am voting a very high priori¬ 
ty on this type of education.”

ABERDEEN (Reuter) — 
The Scottish city which pion- 
eerred free contraception in 
Britian can now boast much 
healthier mothers, low infant 
mortality and a birth rate half 
that of the rest of the country. 

A report released Wednes¬ 
day aaid Aberdeen, which in¬ 
troduced free family planning 
clinics five years ago, enjoyed 
one of the lowest infant death 


rates in the world. Its birth 
rate was , heading towards 
zero population growth — bal¬ 
ancing the death rate. 

Others benefits included no¬ 
table reductions in high-risk 
pregnancies and illegitimate 
births. The report, by the 
birth control campaign, noted 
this had been achieved in a 
city with "much poverty and 


greater social problems than 
most." 

The free contraception serv¬ 
ices cost Aberdeen about 2*A 
per cent of its annual budget. 
About 20 other local au¬ 
thorities in Britain now offer 
such services, and Parliament 
is due to debate legislation 
which would free contracep¬ 
tion under the National Health 
Service.

Despite the decline in the 
quality of programming 
today, however, Ljungh was 
optimistic about the future of 
radio. Because it’s cheaper, 
faster and more mobile than 
television, he figures that it’s 
here to stay.

There’s. Right, 
Wrong Way

AURORA, III. — Have you 
ever thought that you might 
not ewallow correctly? Many 
persons never even realize 
that there is a right and a 
wrong way to swallow 

A person swallows about 
2,000 times a day — twice a 
minute when he is awake and 
once a minute when he is 
sleeping. 

Those who swallow the 
wrong way or have a deviate 
swallow may develop a 
speech or dental problem. 

Mrs. Celesta Kobulnicky of 
Aurora Is a myo-functional 
therapist, trained to correct 
the problem of a deviate swal¬ 
low. She helps many persons 
learn to swallow the right 
way. 

The difference between the 
correct end incorrect swal¬ 
lowing pattern is one of pres¬ 
sure and the attempt of the 
body to adapt to the Incorrect 
pressure. 

A correct swallow Is char¬ 
acterized by the tip of the ton¬ 


gue pressing against the top 
of the mouth just behind the 
upper front teeth. The middle 
of the tongue rises to the top 
of the mouth and the back 
tilts at a 45-degree angle. 

This way the tongue acts as 
a slide to permit food to enter 
the digestive tract. The pres¬ 
sure of the tongue, in a cor¬ 
rect swallow, is directed 
against the top of the mouth, 
which is hard and bony and 
. designed to take pressure. 

When a person swallows in¬ 
correctly, the tip of the ton¬ 
gue presses against the teeth. 
The middle of the tongue is 
collapsed, and the back of the 
tongue rise* to the top of the 
mouth. The tongue reacts by 
pushing against the teeth. 

Dental researchers have In¬ 
dicated that the tongue can 
push against the teeth with a 
maximum force of six pounds 
of pressure for one-fifth to 
one-tenth of a second. 

So if a person actually swal¬ 
lows 2,000 times a day and 
one multiplies this by the six 
pounds of Intermittent pres¬ 


sure one creates, one could 
easily exert 12,000 pounds of 
pressure against the teeth 
every day. 

The teeth, unlike the top of 
the mouth, are not designed 
to take this kind of pressure. 
The constant effect of this 
daily pressure can lead to 
certain dental and speech 
problems. 

Since myo-functional thera¬ 
py has only been in existence 
for 22 years, research is still 
being done on the actual 
causes of a deviate-swallow.

It is the theory of Daniel 
Garliner, a Afro-functional re¬ 
searcher, that improper nurs¬ 
ing methods are the beginning 
cause. 

Garliner believes nature de¬ 
signed the nursing act to be 
the forerunner of the speech 
act. Females were designed 
to nurse babfes and when 
modem methods were in¬ 
duced, the baby's swallow had 
to allot for them. Because of 


the parents’ demand for ease 
and comfort, the baby was 
forced to nurse faster. 

Longer nipples with larger 
holes made it possible for the 
infant to feed in 10 minutes or 
less. He wasn’t required to 
develop the strong oral mus¬ 
cles that nature had intended. 

Later, as the child grew, 
thumb-sucking, nail biting 
and mouth breathing devel¬ 
oped as a result of the deviate 
swallowing pattern. These, in 
turn, contributed to speech 
and dental problems. 

Mrs. Kohulnicky works with 
dozens of patients, mot of 
them children, to correct their 
deviate swallows, speech and 
dental problems through ther¬ 


apy. Although the prime age 
for therapy is four or five 
years, people of all ages can 
benefit from it. 

Three steps are followed 
during the therapy. 

The first involves retraining 
muscles. Tongue, lip, Jaw 
chin muscles may all have 
be retrained, depending on 
the individual patient. 

Various exercises — button 
twists, tug-of-war and rubber 
band swallows — are prac¬ 
tised accordingly. 

The second stage is teaching 
the new swallow. Exercises 
are continued to benefit this 
stage of therapy. 

Finally is subconscious 
therapy, practised so the 


swallow will become a habit 
during eating, sleeping and 
speaking. 

Mrs. Kobulnicky says the 
key to successful therapy is 
motivation. It is her Job, 
along with the parents of the 
. patients, to keep them mo- 
.“jjWfkivated so they want to cor- 
e rect their swallow. 

Each patient comes for 
therapy twice a week until the 
problem is corrected. Patients 
keep time charts and practise 
their exercises three times a 
day for 30 minutes each time. 

Mrs. Kobulnicky has been 
in practice for two years. Her 
only patients are those who 
are referred to her by the 
speech, dental and medical 
professions.

“anything contained In the 
film." But that is immediate¬ 
ly followed by words making 
the section subject to the 
Criminal Code of Canada. 

Ostler ruled this means 
showing an approved, clas¬ 
sified film “is contingent upon 
compliance with the provi¬ 
sions of the Criminal Code — 
a responsibility of the individ¬ 
ual who exhibits the film." 

Digging into the law and 
court precedents, he said the 
definition of obscenity in¬ 
cludes "any publication a 
dominant characteristic of 
which is the undue exploita¬ 
tion of sex” and the test to de¬ 
termine undue exploitation is 
"the community standard of 
tolerance." 

He said a judge must, in 
such cases, try to apply con¬ 
temporary Canadian stan¬ 
dards "in the light of his ex¬ 
perience," but must not proj¬ 
ect his own notions. And the 
judge must also remember 
“suppression may tend to in¬ 
hibit those creative impulses 
and endeavors which ought to 
be encouraged in a free soci¬ 
ety." 

As for testimony by defence 
witnesses that Wild Honey 
was not obscene. Ostler

Ordinarily, GlHa seeds take from ten dHya to two weeks 
to coma up, but with the ideal germinating conditions out¬ 
lined above, some of the baby plants could start coming 
through a week or less after sowing. • 

It is important, then, to inspect your ptastic-covered pots 
daily or oftener, for as soon as the first seedling pokes 
mroogh, the plastic must come off and the pots moved to a 
brighter and much cooler place. Even a tew hours of dark¬ 
ness and humid warmth could cause your newly-emerged 
seedlings to grow thin and spindly, ruining all chance of 
developing into sturdy, short-jointed plants. 

Our objeot at this stage is to produce stocky, thick¬ 
stemmed plants with plenty of dark green leaves, and to this 
end we need plenty of sunshine, up lo a maximum of 16 
hours daily, together with fresh air and temperatures a little 
on the coolish side.

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Low-Income Bracket 
Carries Tax Burden 


OTTAWA ICP) — Lower income families 
pay a disproportionately high share of the 
country’s taxes, a study prepared for the 
Economic Council of Canada maintained 
Thursday. 

And, casting doubt on the federal govern-, 
ment’s recent bill to institute what it called 
tax “reform,” through the rest of the income 
scale from middle to higher incomes, the sys¬ 
tem does not live up to its billing as a pro¬ 
gressive system- where the rich are supposed 
to pay proportionately more than the poor, 
the study says. 

The study, by Allan Maslove of the council 
staff, concludes that there is an “extremely 
regressive nature of the tax system at the 
low end of the income scale.” Besides, there 


was -a lack of a really progressive taxation 
effect on incomes from there to the top 
levels. 

For the whole country, ”20 per cent of 
family units at the lower end of the income 
scale receive four per cent of total income, 
half of* it in some form of government 
transfers.” 

The richest 20 per cent of family units 
.receive 45 per cent of total income.” 

The study says the whole tax system be¬ 
comes “more regressive” - farther away 
from the concept of socking it to the rich and 
taking it easier on the poor — as one moves 
down the scale from federal to provincial and 
municipal fixation.

The energy bill brings

power and all means of gen¬ 
erating electrical power. 

Macdonald said Bill 148 is

The commission according 
to explanatory notes attached 
to the bill, will have the re¬ 
sponsibility for management, 
conservation and prudent uti¬ 
lization of energy resources of 
the province.

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
Planes combing the storm- 
tossed Atlantic Ocean Thurs¬ 
day night reported finding no 
sign of 30 seamen who repor¬ 
tedly abandoned the sinking 
Norwegian freighter Norse 
Varient in high seas, the coast 
guard said. 

The coast guard said winds 
<Vf up to 80 mph whipped up 
waves of 35 to 40 feet in the 
area some 130 miles southeast 
■bf Cape May, N.J., where a 
radio report said the Norse 
Varient was sinking and the 
seamen were leaving the ves¬ 
sel. Complicating search ef¬ 
forts was near-zero visibility. 

Three coast guard cutters 
and one navy vessel in the 
area, as well as numerous 
aircraft, reported no sign of 
the seamen or of the freighter 
at 10 p.m. The coast guard 
said the search was continu¬ 
ing despite darkness and the 
storm. 

The 541-foot bulk carrier re¬ 


ported Its position at about 
130 miles southeast of Cape 
May, N.J.. at 10:40 a.m. PST. 
Four coast guard and one 
navy aircraft have been 
searching the area since then, 
but no sign of the ship, debris 
or survivors has been found, 
the coast guard said. 

Three coast guard cutters 
and a navy vessel also were 
on the way, with the cutter 
Gresham expected to be the 
first to arrive. 

The Norse Varient. weigh¬ 
ing 13,194 tons, sailed from 
Norfolk. Va., en route to 
Hamburg, West Germany, 
with a cargo of coal. 

The ship is owned by Odd 
Godager and Co. of Oslo, Nor¬ 
way. Her captain is J. O. Har- 
scm. 

Among the aircraft at the 
scene, the coast guard Tsaid, 
were two .C-130 airplanes and 
two helicopters — one from 
Wallops Island, Va., and an¬ 
other from the Brooklyn air 
station.

It’s bound to 
affect every individual who 
picks up a phone, switches on 
a light, or fills the gas tank of 
his car." 

The Liberal added: “It’s un¬ 
believable. There’s never 
been an act as odious as this 
one in the history of B.C. It 
makes the Land Act by com¬ 
parison look trivial and it 
makes Tommy Douglas look 
like a free enterprise bucca¬ 
neer.” 

Dr. Scott Wallace (PC-Oak 
Bay), house leader for the 
Tories, said the energy bill 
extends to the petroleum in¬ 
dustry the same knd of con¬ 
trols that are already being 
applied to land in this prov¬ 
ince. He said this kind of state 
control should not be concen¬ 
trated in the hands of an ap¬ 
pointed commission.

First Quake Forecast Issued 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 

U.S. government scientists 
Issued their first specific 
earthquake prediction Thurs¬ 
day,'forecasting a moderate 
temblor In a rural area of 
California about 100 miles 
southeast of San Francisco 
within the next several 
months. 

But the forecast said the 
quake would not cause serious > 
damage, and that residents of 


the area need take no special 
precautions. 

Officials of the U.S. Geologi¬ 
cal Survey, undertaking such 
a forecast for the first time, 
said the tremor would be 
centred in a hilly, "sparsely 
populated area of ranches, 
farms and vineyards, some 20 
miles southeast of Hollister, 
Calif. 

They predicted the quake 


-would register about 4.5 on 
the Richter Scale. That is con¬ 
sidered moderate, and the sci¬ 
entist*: smd it should produce 
no structural damage to build¬ 
ings and other facilities, al¬ 
though it might rattle some 
dishes and furniture. 

“People in the area 
shouldn't do anything." said 
Dr. Richard Fiske, chief of 
the office of geochemistry and 
geophysics at the Survey. 


“They have quakes like this 
all the time out there.” 

Fiske said four other 
quakes of 4.0 to 5.0 magnitude 
had occurred in the same gen¬ 
eral area in the past 15 
months. From these, he said, 
government scientists at the 
Survey's national centre for 
earthquake research, Menlo 
Park, Calif., were able to pre¬ 
dict that another one will 


occur in the next several 
months. 

No specific time was pre¬ 
dicted. 

The four previous quakes 
since December. 1971> oc¬ 
curred along a 12-mile seg¬ 
ment of the San Andreas 
Fault, two 6n each end of the 
fault section where the new 
quake is predicted. Fiske said 
the new quake would be In a 
gap between the others.

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Calculate for Fun or Profit

Floating decimal, large- 
scale integration, single-chip 
circuitry, memory banks and 
liquidcrystal readouts. 

Sounds like the description 
of a million-dollar computer? 
Well, it Un’t. They are some 
of the technical features found 
in the dandiest little toy that 
has come along since the min¬ 
iature electhc train. 

Electronic calculators they 
are called. The advertise¬ 
ment! praise them afi an ab¬ 
solute necessity for the engi¬ 
neer, the architect, the ac¬ 
countant, but don’t let that 
fool you. 

"We have men come in who 
tell me they don’t really need 
an electronic calculator, but 
they want to play around with 
it at home,’’ says Peter 
Smith, who sells the miniature 
computers at a downtown de¬ 
partment store. 

They come in varying sizes. 
The smallest ones fit into the 
palm of your hand, but their 
capabilities make them elec¬ 
tronic marvels. 

They will add, subtract, 
multiply and divide, and 
that’s just the basic functions. 

They will handle decimal 
points with ease, some models 
up to eight. 


They will take care of 
successive multiplications, 
with or without decimals. 

The more advanced models 
will store an end product in a 
memory bank for recall. 
Some will give the desired 
percentage of any figure. 

On many models, there is a 
separate key which erases the 
last entry in case the wrong 
button has been pushed by 
mistake. 

One of the most sophisticat¬ 
ed models will print out a 
tape listing all calculations 
performed by the machine. 

The price for these little 
wonders ranges all the way 
from about $80 to $300. 

The $300 models are per¬ 
haps really for the profes¬ 
sionals who might use them 
extensively, but the less ex¬ 
pensive ones could provide a 
source of entertainment for 


changed and now just about 
everybody seems to be in the 
market for electronic calcula¬ 
tors. We have one school 
which wants to buy about 25 
of them for use by students." 

Most of the calculators, he 
says, owe their brilliant 
powers to a small component 
called a chip. No larger than 
about a quarter of a square 
inch, this part has a complete 
electronic circuitry that 
makes the calculator-tick. 

The rest is batteries and 
lodes with lots and lots of 
wire. 

One fact which has never 
been publicized to any great

Later, Santos officials ac¬ 
cused Fulham of cheating 
over gate receipts on which 
the Brazilian club’s fee was 
based. Then the Plymouth 
club said it. was "black¬ 
mailed” into paying Santos 
another $5,000 on top of the 
$30,000 guarantee for the sec¬ 
ond game.

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Japanese Supervise Herring Roe Preparation

PORT HARDY — A local 
t annery is breaking into the 
herring roe industry for the 
first time this year. 

Seafood Products Ltd. man¬ 
ager Don Cruickshank said 
three Japanese workers are 
now in the cannery to super¬ 
vise the preparation of the 
herring roe which is being 
shipped to Japan for con¬ 
sumption. 


An estimated 50,000 tons of 
herring will be fished on the 
coast this year. 

The catch will be divided 
between fishing - fleets and 
canneries engaged in the her¬ 
ring catdh. 

Cruickshank said the her¬ 
ring roe industry was tried 
last year by other canneries 
on the coast and department 
of fisheries statistics showed 
a market value of $14 million. 


"On a very small scale 
that’s quite a bit,” Cruick¬ 
shank said. 

He said there were indica¬ 
tions from the fisheries de¬ 
partment that there would.be 
possible restrictions on the 
fleet in 1974 and the decision 
came to opt into the herring 
roe this year. 

The entry of the local fi¬ 
shermen into the area has 
posed some problems* Cruick¬ 


shank said the industry is new 
and fishermen are not famil¬ 
iar with where to look for the 
fish. 

"They’re catching them for 
the first time and we’re 
processing them for the first 
tij^,” he says. 

three Japanese workers 
are consultant MaSao (Mac) 
Yamada, and technicians. Hi- 
koya Kudo and Kosaku 
Dkuno, 


They have been sent to the 
area by the Japanese com¬ 
pany. Marubeni Corpora¬ 
tion. located in Tokyo. The 
corporation has contracts 
with other canneries in the 
area Yamada said. Yamada 
has made three trips to Cana¬ 
da and after completing work 
at the cannery here will move 
to Alaska. 

Cruickshank said the can¬ 
nery was operating now with 


35 women workers but as the 
catches increased and fisher¬ 
men became more familiar 
with where to catch fish the 
workers would increase to 50 
women. 

He said the cannery crew 
would also consist of 15 to 20 
men. 

The carcasses, after the re 
moval of the roe, will be sent 
to the mainland for reduction 
since there is very little de¬ 


mand for herring as an edible 
fish by Canadians. 

“The entire herring fishery 
is based on the recovery," he 
says. Other canneries em¬ 
ployed in roe harvesting are 
located in Powell River. 
Campbell River, Tofino, and 
Steveston. 

A brine process is used to 
extract the roe from the body 
of the herring. Cruickshank 
says the herring are placed in 


the brine and left to stand 
until the flesh and bone be¬ 
come pliable. When they are 
removed from the brine, the 
women workers tear the 
heads from the fish and re¬ 
move the roe. 

In Japan, the salted roe is 
eaten raw with soy sauce. 

Cruickshank says the can¬ 
nery has a contract tq sell all 
it can supply to the Japanese 
food company.

The bishop said he was sen¬ 
sitive to the pain and suffer¬ 
ing cf all concerned "but I 
must have respect for their 
freedom. I am willing to do 
all I can but I can’t arbitrari¬ 
ly put myself into the situa¬ 
tion." 

The "dissension" is of many 
years’ standing and involves 
three dissident nuns — Sisters 
Mary Agnes Eaton, Mary Jo¬ 
sephine Donovan and Mary 
Lucy Ford — who claim that 
Sister Leonette Hoesing wa$ 
illegally elected prioress of 
the convent in 1965. 

Sister Leonette moved out 
of the priory a week ago and 
has established a religious 
community at a house across 
the road. 

Earlier this week the 
prioress stated that the three 
ntms had been told they had 
lost their privilfcfees as sisters 
for the time being and that 
they were offered another 
home and full maintenance 
but they had refused. All are 
members of the Society of the 
Love of Jesus. 

The three dissidents, al¬ 
though told the priory was 
being closed, entered the 
building by back entrances a 
week ago and have since re¬ 
fused to move out. 

They said they were being 
denied opportunity to work in 
s the hospital but administrator 
George Harrison and his 
week they lack training and 
experience to fit into the hos¬ 
pital program. 

Both sides in the dispute 
have posted security guards 
at the priory. 

De Roo said a meeting of 
the society will be called 
early next month to which the 
dissident sisters will again be 
invited. They have refused to 
attend meetings for some 
months.

Brentwood became the first 
Canadian residential boys’ 
school to go co-educational 
last September. The program 
was introduced on an experi¬ 
mental basis and according to 
Bramall it has been a great 
success and will become per¬ 
manent school policy. 

"Most of us were convinced 
co-education would work be¬ 
cause of the experience of 
many large British boys’ 
schools,” Bramall said. 
"There were some who were 
skeptical but the experience 
over the past few months has 
more than confirmed our con¬ 
fidence." 

Bramall said competition 
between the boys and girls 
had increased academic stan¬ 
dards. "Girls tend to be more 
consciencious at academics 
and because the boys don’t 
like to be outdone by the girls, 
this has improved the general 
academic performance." 

He said participation by 
girls has added a new dimen¬ 
sion to Brentwood’s extensive 
fine arts program in which all 
students participate. 

The girls are being offered 
a broader range of academics 
and athletics and are very 
conscious of not being left out 
of any supposedly all male ac¬ 
tivities, he said. 

"They’ve even formed their 
own rugby team and that’s 
probably a first in Canada.” 

Brentwood College school 
was formed by a group of 
prominent Victoria residents 
in 1923 at Brentwood Bay, a 
site across Saanich Inlet from 
the present school. The origi¬ 
nal school suffered a serious 
fire in 1947 and closed down 
the following year. It was reo¬ 
pened in 1961 at the present 
site.

Police Still Searching 
For Girl’s Assailant 


DUNCAN — Police are still 
looking for a man who threat¬ 
ened a Cowichan high school 
girl Monday afternoon at 
knife point in the washroom

in the hall outside.

Open heart surgery in Vic¬ 
toria will begin on or about 
July 1, barring unforeseen 
problems. 

That is the "tentative" date 
when the first patient will be 
wheeled into the ultra-modern 
unit at the Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital, said associate director 
Michael Fraser on Thursday. 

The Jubilee will be only the 
third hospital in B.C. to per¬ 
form this delicate form of sur¬ 
gery, and it may be handling 
as many as 100 Vancouver Is¬ 
land patients a year. 

At the present time, these 
heart cases must go to Van¬ 
couver for their operations. 

To de\elop teamwork and 
familiarize themselves with 
the new equipment, the open 
heart team of doctors, nurses^ 
and technicians will operate 
on a number of pigs in an ad¬ 
joining* animal development 
lab. 

Team Dead Dr. Richard 
Brownlee said this procedure 
which has been cleared with 
the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, is "ab¬ 
solutely necessary” for. the 
success of the program. 

Pigs are preferable to dogs, 
he added, because their chest 
structure and hearts are more 
similar to the human anato¬ 
my. 

The human operation will 
be simulated on the animals, 
using all the equipment in¬ 
cluding the heart-lung ma¬ 
chine. The animals will be an¬ 
aesthetized and later de¬ 
stroyed. 

Brownlee said the animal 
lab may become a permanent 
facility as an eventual centre 
gion. 

The basic open-heart team 
will be a small army erf medi¬ 
cal experts. It will include 
throe cardiologists, two sur¬ 
geons, five anaesthetists, two 
general practitioners, a total 
of 25 nurses, a perfusionist 
(heart-lung machine tech¬ 
nician) and a consulting phys¬ 
iologist. 

The hospital will also be 
taking on extra lab workers, 
physiotherapists and other 
paramedical staff. 

Brownlee said the program 
for experimentation in the re- 
wLll start slowly — with two 
cases a week —and will be 
gradually expanded to the 
point where it is ready to re¬ 
ceive emergency cases. 

The Jubilee is acquiring 
"the best possible equipment 
anywhere" for the unit and 
this, coupled with putting to* 
gether a professional tetfm, 
has caused delays so far, 
Brownlee paid. 

The NDP government has 
authorized spbnding of 


$184,270 for renovations and 
equipment. 

It appears likely that a 
great many of the open-heart 
operations will be the so- 
called bypass variety, where 
surgeons use small sections of 
the patient’s leg to bypass 
clogged heart arteries. 


Children with congenital 
heart defects end adults with 
valve deformities will also 
benefit. 

It has been estimated that 
by 1971. as nymy as 229 peo¬ 
ple on Vancouver Island could 
be candidates for open-heart 
surgery.

Of Swallowing 


Gar liner believes nature de¬ 
signed the nursing act to be 
the forerunner of the speech 
act. Females were designed 
to nurse babies and when 
modem methods were in¬ 
duced, the baby’s swallow had 
to allot for them. Because of 
the parents’ demand for ease 
and comfort, the baby was 
forced to nurse faster. 

Longer nipples with larger 
holes made it possible for the 
infant to feed in 10 minutes or 
less. He wasn’t required to 
develop the strong oral mus¬ 
cles that nature had intended. 


Later, as the child grew, 
thumb-sucking, nail bitftig 
and mouth breathing devel¬ 
oped as a result of the deviaje 
swallowing pattern. These, in 
turn, contributed to speech 
and dental problems. 

Mrs. Kobulnicky works with 
dozens of patients, mot of 
them children, to correct their 
deviate swallows, speech and 
dental problems through ther¬ 
apy. Although the prime age 
for therapy is four or five 
years, people of all ages can 
benefit from it. 


Three steps are followed 
during the therapy. 

The first involves retraining 
muscles. Tongue, lip, jaw and 
chin muscles may all have to 
be retrained, depending on 
the individual patient. 

Various exercises button 
twists, tug-of-war and rubber 
band swallows — are prac¬ 
tised accordingly. 

111 ? second stage is teaching 
the new swallow. Exercises 
are continued to benefit this 
stage of therapy. 

Finally is subconscious 
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therapy, practised so the 
swallow will become a habit 
during eating, sleeping and 
speaking. 

Mrs. Kobulnicky says the 
key to successful therapy is 
motivation. It is her job, 
along with the parents of the 


patients, to keep them mo¬ 
tivated so they want to cor¬ 
rect their swallow. 

Each patient comes for 
therapy twice a week until the 
problem is corrected. Patients 
keep time charts and practise 


their exercises three times a 
day for 30 minutes each time. 

Mrs. Kobulnicky has been 
in practice for two years. Her 
only patients are those who 
are referred to her by the 
speech, dental and medical 
professions.

swallow may develop a 
6peech'or dental problem. 

Mrs. Celeste Kobulnicky of 
Aurora is a myo-functional 
therapist, trained to correct 
the problem of a deviate swal¬ 
low. She helps many persons 
learn to swallow the right 
way. 

The difference between the 
correct and incorrect swal¬ 
lowing pattern is one of pres¬ 
sure and the attempt of the 
body to adapt to the incorrect 
pressure. 

A correct swallow is char¬ 
acterized by the tip of the ton¬ 
gue pressing against the top 
of the mouth just behind the 
upper front teeth. The middle 
of the tongue rises to the top 
of the mouth and the back 
tilts at a 45-degi‘ee angle. 

This way the tongue acts as 
a slide to permit food to enter 
the digestive tract. The pres¬ 
sure of the tongue, in a cor¬ 
rect swallow, is directed 
against the top of the mouth, 
which is hard and bony and 
designed to take pressure. 

When a person swallows in¬ 
correctly, the tip of the ton¬ 
gue presses against the teeth. 
The middle of the tongue is 
collapsed, and the back of the 
tongue rises to the tap of the 
mouth. The tongue reacts by 
pushing against the teeth. 

Dental researchers have in¬ 
dicated that the tongue can 
push against the teeth with a 
maximum force of six pounds 
of pressure for one-fifth to 
one-tenth of a second. 

So if a person actually swal¬ 
lows 2,000 times a day and 
one multiplies this by the six 
pounds of intermittent pres¬ 
sure one creates, one could 
easily exert 12,000 pounds of 
pressure against the teeth 
every day. 

The teeth, unlike the top of 
the mouth, are not designed 
to take this kind of pressure. 
The constant effect of this 
daily pressure can lead to 
certain dental and speech 
problems. 

Since myo-functional thera¬ 
py has only been In existence 
for 22 years, research is still 
being done on the actual 
causes of a deviate-swallow. 
□ 

It is the theory of Daniel 
Garliner, a myo-functional re¬ 
searcher, that improper nurs¬ 


ing methods are the beginning 
cause. 

TORONTO (CP) — Canadi¬ 
an consumers are not ade¬ 
quately served or protected 
by government agencies that 
have no real power or bud¬ 
gets, a specialist in consumer 
law says. 

William Neilson, a Toronto 
law professor, said consumer 
protection departments have 
never been encouraged or al¬ 
lowed to challenge “big busi¬ 
ness interests that are so fre¬ 
quently behind unfair market 
practices.’’ 

“We are suffering from pre¬ 
maturely aging government 
programs. In just six years 
the zing has gone out of the 
people and the departments 
charged with protecting con¬ 
sumers.” / 

Neilson spoke to about 200 
businessmen at a session of 
the Conference Board in Can¬ 
ada, an independent non¬ 
profit organization doing re¬ 
search in business conditions 
and management practices. 

He said federal and provin¬ 
cial agencies have voided 
publicity “for fear that they 
will be swamped for help by 
dissatisfied taxpayers.” 


Bear Hug 
Pays Off 

SEATTLE, Wash. (UPI) — 
Beautician Pamela Baxter, 
confronted by a robber armed 
with a butcher knife, took the 
only action she could think 
of — a bear hug. 

“You might as well kill 
me,” she told the man who 
demanded cash register 
money. "If I give you the 
money, my boss will kill me.” 

She then released the knife- 
wielder from her clasp and 
they ran off in opposite direc¬ 
tions. 


They have been instructed 
never to name any business, 
regardless of how badly or 
unfairly it may be treating 
the consumer. And they steer 
clear of any “public confron¬ 
tation with established busi¬ 
ness groupings.” 

Neilson specifically men¬ 
tioned magazine subscription 
rackets, car dealers with fine- 
print contracts that are unfair 
to the consumer, loan and 
sales finance companies that 
have high-pressure deceptive 
sellers. 

His comments drew reac¬ 
tion. Robert Scrivener, chair¬ 
man of Bell Canada rejected 
the get-tough^with business 
approach. 

“I don’t think the problems 
are going to be solved by leg¬ 
islation or by legalistic tribu¬ 
nal actions,” Scrivener said in 
a later interview. “Legislation 
seldom solves a great many 
problems and often creates as 
many as it solves.” 

Ron Todgham, president of 
Chrysler Canada Ltd. and a 
panel speaker on the future of 
consumer durable goods, said 
he objected to "harpoons” 


being thrown at the auto in¬ 
dustry. 

He described Neilson as a 
capable but misinformed law¬ 
yer who has become "almost 
a critical activity.” He was 
typical of individuals “who 
like to climb on bandwagons.’’ 

In his speech Neilson noted 
that the Motor Vehicle Safety 
Act includes no statutory obli¬ 
gation on the part of either 
the dealer or manufacturer to 
repair or replace parts to 
make a car meet public safe¬ 
ty standards. 

“In other words, it’s at 
their (the manufacturers’) op¬ 
tion who pays,” he said. 

On some occasions, recall 
notices have been "cleverly 
phrased to suggest that the 
problem might exist but that 
the probabilities of injury and 
hazard are remote.”

Nowhei?e in Victoria is mu¬ 
nicipal politics submitted to 
closer scrutiny than in histor¬ 
ic James Bay, but neither of 
the two opposing citizens’ 
groups formed by area resi¬ 
dents is taking sides in the 
forthcoming aldermanic by- 
electicn. 

SiJokesmen for both James 
Bay Community Association 
and James Bay Ratepayers’ 
Association said Wednesday 
their groups aren't backing 
any of the six candidates run¬ 
ning for the vacancy on crity 
council left by the death of 
Aid. Ove Witt. 

This comes as somewhat of 
a surprise since both groups 
have been extremely active in 
either condemning or support¬ 
ing present policies especial¬ 
ly those related to planning 
for the James Ba^ area. 

Blayney Scott, president of 
the community association, 
said five of the six candidates 
spoke to a meeting of the 
group last Monday. 

"They all said nice things 
for James Bay, but it remains 
to be seen who pays just lip 
service to our cause,” Scott 
said. 

The community association 
is in favor. of present city 
council policies which are 


aimed at stopping the prolif¬ 
eration of highrise buildings 
In James Bay. 

The association backs a pro¬ 
posal by council to zone a 
number of James Bay areas 
from its present mutiple-fami- 
ly use to duplex use. 

"We won’t back any of the 
candidates officially," said 
Scott, but he wouldn’t say 
whether one of them was the 
unofficial favorite. 

The ratepayers’ association 
was formed recently in op¬ 
position to the proposed down¬ 
ward zoning of several James 
Bay areas. 

Victor Smith, the group’s 
president, said "we aren’t 
backing any specific can¬ 
didate." 

Two of the property owners 
who have been instrumental 
in forming the group are Vic¬ 
toria developer Jim Mace and 
Aid. Percy Frampton. 

Frampton said the rate¬ 
payer association consisted of 
what the name implies — 
ratepayers. 

"I'm not on the executive, 
no way, but I’m a member as 
a James Bay resident," he 
said. ■*> 

He offered this assessment 
of the rival group — the com¬ 
munity association: "They’ve 
got a very good mailing list, 
but that’s about all. Many of 


their members are on welfare 
and many are tenants but 
that’s all right, there’s noth¬ 
ing wrong with that." 

He added that tlie ratepayer 
association should be given 
more credence than the coifl- 
munity association,- because

OTTAWA I CP > — Lower income families 
pay a disproportionately high share of the 
country's taxes,, a*-study prepared fpr the 
Economic Council of Canada maintained 
Thursday, 

And, tasting doubt on the federal govern¬ 
ment's recent bill to institute what it called 
tax “reform," through the rest of the income 
scale from middle to higher incomes, the sys¬ 
tem does not live up to its billing as a pro¬ 
gressive system where the rich are supposed 
to pay proportionately more than the poor, 
the study says. * * 

The study, by Allan Maslove of the council 
staff, concludes that there is an "extremely 
regressive nature of the tax system at the 
low end of the income scale." Besides, there 


was a lack of a really progressive taxation 
effect on incomes from there to the top 
levels. 

For the whole ebuntry, "20 per cent of 
family units at the lower end of the income 
scale receive four per cent of total income, 
half of it in some form of government 
transfers." 

“The richest 20 per cent of family* units 
receive 45 per cent of total income." » 

The study says the whole tax system be¬ 
comes “more regressive" — farther away 
from the concept of socking it to the rich and 
taking it easier on the poor as one moves 
down the scale from federal to provincial and 
municipal taxation.

provincial governments, in¬ 
cluding possible establishment 
ol a formal council of com¬ 
munications ministers, and an 
arrangement whereby provin¬ 
cial governments would be re¬ 
presented at hearings of the 
new regulatory agency which 
affected matters in their prov¬ 
ince. 

The proposals were con¬ 
tained in a "green paper" 
made public by federal com¬ 
munications minister Gerard 
PeHetigr in the House of Com¬ 
mons. The paper will form 
the federal position for a 
meeting in June with the 10 
provin cial communication 
ministers, after which Pelle¬ 
tier said he hoped to draft a 
new communications act re¬ 
placing existing legislation 
and taking provincial views 
into account. 

Pelletier said his aim would 
be “to crept* policies that will 
bring equitable and economi¬ 
cal communications services 
to all Canadians no matter 
where they live, that will help 
develop a thriving outlet for 
Canadian creative talent and 
cultural resources, and that 
will foster the continued dev¬ 
elopment of a healthy Canadi 
an communications industry." 

The paper stressed the need 
to integrate and co-ordinate 
regulatory authority In Cana¬ 
da to meet the demands of 
new technology.

Legislation was introduced by the 
B.C. government Thursday to establish 
a new British Columbia Energy Board 
with broad powers, including the right 
to control, the wholesale and retail 
price of gasoline. 

But it was not intended that the 
hoard should exercise its powers imme¬ 
diately, or unnecessarily, Trade Mini¬ 
ster Alex Macdonald told reporters 
later. 

Macdonald, who tabled the 47-page 
energy bill and two related bills in the 
house, said afterwards the bills were 
“basically non-contentious legislation.” 

"We're frankly telling peo¬ 
ple that'this new energy com¬ 
mission will not embark into 
new fields until It has done 
adequate research and consul¬ 
tation. 

"What we're giving them is 
enabling powers which I’m 
sure they will exercise only 
after adequate preparation. 

"Obviously we’re not going 
to come in with price fixing 
immediately." 

The proposed new commis¬ 
sion will consist of up to seven 
members appointed by the 
cabinet. It will replace the 
present Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission which will cease to 
exist when the new legislation 
is given royal assent at the 
end of the current session and 
proclaimed by cabinet order. 

The energy bill brings 
under the jurisdiction of the 
proposed new commission the 
whole range of energy re¬ 
sources from natural gas and 
oil. all other forms of petrole¬ 
um, coal and other bi¬ 
tuminous fuels, to electrical 
power and all means of gen¬ 
erating electrical power. 

Macdonald said Bill 14fl is 
the result of six weeks inten¬ 
sive work following Premier 
Barrett’s promise, made 
early in this current session, 
to create a new body with 
powers to regulate the prov¬ 
ince’s energy needs and if 
necessary to control prices of 
gasoline. 

The commission according 
to explanatory notes attached 
to the bill, will have the re¬ 
sponsibility for management, 
conservation and prudent uti¬ 
lization of energy resources of 
the province. It will also be 
responsible for ensuring that 
adequate compensation is re¬ 
ceived by the province for ex¬ 
ploitation of those energy re¬ 
sources. 

The hill doesn't govern the 
production of either oil. petro¬ 
leum or natural gas, but Mac¬ 
donald said if the new B.C. 

Energy Commission isn’t 
successful in enlisting support 
of the National Energy Board 
on questions of gas exports 
the legislation could he 
amended at a fiiturd session

.NEW YORK (UPI I - 
Planes combing the storm- 
tossed Atlantic Ocean Thurs¬ 
day night reported finding no 
sign of 30 seamen who repor¬ 
tedly abandoned the sinking 
Norwegian freighter Norse 
Varient in high seas, the coast 
guard said. 

The coast guard said winds 
of up to 80 m.p.h. whipped up 
waves of 35 to 40 feel in the 
area some 130 miles southeast 
of Cape May. N.J., where a 
radio report said the Norse 
Varient was sinking and the 
seamen were leaving the ves¬ 
sel. Complicating search ef¬ 
forts was near-zero visibility. 

Three coast guard cutters 
and one navy vessel in the 
area, as well as numerous 
aircraft, reported no sign of 
the seamen or of the freighter 
at 10 p.m. The coast guard 
said the search was continu¬ 
ing despite darkness and the 
storm. 

The 541-foot bulk carrier re¬ 


ported its position at about 
130 miles southeast of Cape 
May, N.J., at 10:40 a.m. PST. 
Four coast guard and one 
navy aircraft have been 
searching the area since then, 
but no sign of the ship, debris 
or survivors has been found, 
the coast guard said. 

Three coast guard cutters 
and a navy vessel also were 
' on the way. with the cutter 
Gresham expected to be the 
first to arrive. 

The Norse Varient. weigh¬ 
ing 13,194 tons, sailed from 
Norfolk, Va., en route to 
Hamburg, West Germany, 
with a cargo of coal. 

The ship is owned by Odd 
Godager and Co. of Oslo, Nor¬ 
way. Her captain is J. O. Har- 
sem. 

Among the aircraft at the 
scene, the coast guard said, 
were two C-130 airplanes and 
two helicopters one from 
Wallops Island, Va.. and an¬ 
other from the Brooklyn air 
station. 


Opposition leader W. A. C. 
Bennett said the legislation 
being brought down by the 
NDP was the work of “an ex¬ 
treme socialist Waffle group" 
which was designed to take 
over everything.

He said no reasonable gov¬ 
ernment would ever propose 
such control measures and 
added the form of dictatorship 
represented by this bill was 
so all-pervading that no citi¬ 
zen could escape it. 

The bill. McGeer said, pro¬ 
vides “total and complete 
control over all energy 
sources including the tele¬ 
phone company. It’s bound to 
affect every individual who 
picks up a phone, switches on 
a light, or fills the gas tank of 
his car." 

The Liberal added. "It’s un¬ 
believable. There's never 
been an act as odious as this 
one in the history of B.C. It 
makes the Land Act by com¬ 
parison look trivial and it 
makes Tommy Douglas look 
like a free enterprise bucca¬ 
neer.” 

Dr. Scott Wallace (PC-Oak 
Bay I. house leader for the 
Tories^ said the energy bill 
extendi to the petroleurii in¬ 
dustry the same kind of con¬ 
trols that are already being 
applied to land in this prov¬ 
ince. He said this kind of state 
control should not be concen¬ 
trated in the hands of an ap¬ 
pointed commission. "It’s tre¬ 
mendous state control over a 
large segment of industry," 
he added. 


Don’t Be Alarmed, Californians Told 


First Quake Forecast Issued 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 

U.S. government scientists 
issued their first specific 
earthquake prediction Thurs¬ 
day, forecasting a moderate 
temblor in a rural area of 
California about 100 miles 
southeast of San Francisco 
within the next several 
months. 

But the forecast said the 
quake would not cause serious 
damage, and that residents of 


the area need take no special 
precautions. 

Officials of the U.S. Geologi¬ 
cal Survey, undertaking such 
a forecast for the first time, 
said the tremor would be 
centred in a hilly, sparsely 
populated area of ranches, 
farms and vineyards, some 20 
miles southeast of Hojlister, 
Calif. 

They predicted the quake 


would register about 4.5 on 
the Richter Scale. That is con¬ 
sidered moderate, and the sci¬ 
entists said it should produce 
no structural damage to build¬ 
ings and other facilities, al¬ 
though it might rattle some 
dishes and furniture. 

“People in the area 
shouldn’t do anything. " said 
Dr. Richgrd Fiske, chief of 
the office of geochemistry and 
geophysics at the Survey. 


“They have quakes like this 
all the time out there." 

Fiske said four other 
quakes of 4.0 to 5.0 magnitude 
had occurred in the same gen¬ 
eral area in the past 15 
months. From these, he said, 
government scientists at the 
Survey’s national centre for 
earthquake research. Menlo 
Park, Calif., were able to pre¬ 
dict that another one will 


occur in the next several 
months. 

No specific time was pre¬ 
dicted. 

The four previous quakes 
since December. 1971, oc¬ 
curred along a 12-mile seg¬ 
ment of the San Andreas 
Fault, two on each end of the 
fault section where the new 
quake is predicted. Fiske said 
the new quake would be In a 
gap between the others.
